he national super discount giant 
Wal-Mart Stores, Inc. is being 
sued in United States District 
Court of Eastern California for al¬ 
leged gay discrimination against a 
Northern California employee who 
was harassed and fired for his sexual 
orientation. The suit, filed Monday, 
July 19 by attorneys Paul Wotman and 
Tyler Shaw of the Law Offices of Wot¬ 
man and Kors, seeks damages in the 
amount of $5 million on behalf of 
Ty’ger Dacosta, an employee at the 
Modesto Wal-Mart. 

The suit claims that Dacosta was 
subjected to physical threats and in¬ 
creased harassment despite his re¬ 
peated complaints to management, 
including the store manager, Wal- 
Mart’s district manager, and the Wal- 
Mart corporate employee hotline. 

Dacosta alleges that he was called 
“queer” in a derogatory manner by

Debate the Castro's future this Saturday. 


T here can be no doubt that the Castro 
District is an historic place. The battles 
fought for gay liberation put the area on 
the world map prominently and eternally as 
the perfect embodiment of a gay neighbor¬ 
hood, with a special combination of free¬ 
dom, peace, and quaint village-like attribut¬ 
es. Increasingly, however, some residents say 
the old style village - based on neighbor¬ 
hood relationships, tight community spirit, 
and small, independently-owned businesses 
- is being destroyed by corporate money and 
franchise businesses, gaggles of tourists, and 
ever-skyrocketing leases and rents. 

Fittingly for what almost seems like a 
classic western film being played out on the 
historic streets of the Castro - This place ain’t 
big enough for the both of us, podner- the real 
showdown will begin at high noon this Sat¬ 
urday, July 24 when residents and friends of 
the district will meet at Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church-San Francisco to launch a 
battle to save the Castro, as they put it. 

According to meeting organizer Toby 
Wiggin, “There are some people that talk 
and wring their hands and do nothing, then 
there are the people that bite the apple. 


Now’s the time to do the work and do some¬ 
thing positive for this otherwise quaint, 
unique village.” 

Wiggin will be joined by several speakers 
who will discuss in panel-forum style the is¬ 
sues that residents and friends of the Castro 
find most compelling. Aaron Paskin of the 
Telegraph Hill Dwellers Association will be 
on hand as will Debra Walker of Developing 
Environments. Both organizations work to 
protect the individual neighborhood char¬ 
acter of the many districts of San Francisco. 

In particular, Wiggin and associates are 
focusing on stopping the Muni F-Market 
line from connecting to the F-Embarcadero. 
That line is already being constructed and is 
scheduled to open after the mayoral election. 
“The historic trolley cars are cute,” Wiggin 
admits, but he adds, “but are they modern 
mass transportation or an ‘E’ ticket ride de¬ 
signed for tourists to take?” 

Bill McCormick, a 33-year resident of San 
Francisco and a 12-year resident of the Cas¬ 
tro, had words to say about the city’s appar¬ 
ent turn for the different, if not for the 
worse. “I’ve worked in the Haight as well as 
the Castro and over the past few years most 
of the shops have been forced into month- 
to-month lease,” he told the Bay Area Re¬

Marriage to Maypoles: 

Details surface of 
murdered TG’s life

H I urder, suicide, a transgen- 
dered double life, a 
1 wealthy recluse, and a 
mysterious tarantula: it has all the 
makings for an episode of Twin 
Peaks, but for those mourning the 
real deaths of Margaret/Emmon 
Bodfish and her son, Max Wills, 
the drama is a heartbreaking 
nightmare for which there are still 
many more questions than an¬ 
swers. 

Bodfish, 56, was found blud¬ 
geoned to death June 30 in her 
home on her seven-acre estate 
along Miner Road in Orinda, an 
area known for some of the high¬ 
est priced real estate in the East 
Bay. The following day, her son, 
Max Wills, was found dead in a 
Santa Monica hotel room with his 
wrists and throat slashed. A three- 
page suicide note was found in 
the room but investigators aren’t 
disclosing its contents. 

Details are gradually emerging 
about Bodfish, who had lived her 
life mostly as a man for at least the 
past 16 years, using the first name 
“Emmon.” A spokeswoman for 
the Contra Costa County Coro¬ 
ner’s office told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Bodfish was classified 
as a woman at death because she 
hadn’t had sex change surgery and 
never got a court order declaring 
herself a male. As recently as two 
years ago, neighbors at Bodfish’s 
Mill Valley home say she first pre¬ 
sented herself and appeared as a 
woman, Margaret Bodfish, then 
later passed her male alter ego, 
Emmon Bodfish, off to them as 
Margaret’s son. 

Bodfish had been described as 
extremely reclusive. One of her 
Orinda neighbors, Marlin Moran, 
told the Bay Area Reporter he has¬ 
n’t seen Bodfish in over 20 years. 
Records show she purchased her 
home there in 1970. 

Death on the solstice? 

Through interviews with 
friends and public records, the 
B.A.R. has been able to piece to¬ 
gether details of Bodfish’s life, 
which had been shrouded in mys¬ 
tery until her death. 

Records show Bodfish married 
Burlington Willes in 1963, when 
Willes was 21 and Bodfish was 19. 


She gave birth to their son, Max, 
three years later. (Max Wills even¬ 
tually dropped the “e” in his 
name.) Neighbors say the couple 
moved into the Orinda home al¬ 
most 30 years ago but separated 
some time after that. Willes now 
lives in Berkeley where he owns a 
travel agency. He declined to be 
interviewed. 

Stacey Weinberger had been a 
close friend of the person she 
knew as Emmon Bodfish for 16 
years. She spoke to the B.A.R. be¬ 
cause she thought it was impor¬ 
tant for the public to get the true 
picture of who Bodfish was. 

She said Bodfish worked as a 
financial consultant in recent 
years, after an earlier career in a 
pool maintenance and plumbing 
business that severely damaged 
Bodfish’s liver as the result of 
handing toxic solvents. 

“He was my mentor and 
friend,” Weinberger said, holding 
back tears. She said she always 
knew Bodfish as a man although 
she had her suspicions after see¬ 
ing papers with the name Mar¬ 
garet Bodfish on them when she 
helped Bodfish clean out a back 
room six or seven years ago. 

“Emmon was always a very 
professional businessman. He al¬ 
ways carried himself off in a very 
professional way,” said Weinberg¬ 
er. “Always the gentleman. If you 


met him on the street you would 
think he was a very conservative 
person.” 

Although Bodfish’s body was 
found on June 30, Weinberger 
suspects the killer “knew he was 
going to be there and waited for 
him” a week earlier, during the 
solstice that was an important 
part of Bodfish’s spiritual beliefs. 
Weinberger met Bodfish during a 
Wiccan ceremony. 

“Some people may call it 
‘witchcraft.’ but ‘Wiccan’ has a 
better sound to it,” Weinberger ex¬ 
plained. “It was a service celebrat¬ 
ing the full moon or new moon. 

“Emmon didn’t practice 
witchcraft, he wasn’t a witch, but 
he practiced druidism. Druidism 
deals so much with nature and 
that was a real part of his life.” 

One of Bodfish’s Orinda 
neighbors, Oliver Pearson, told 
the B.A.R. of an incident when 
another neighbor complained to 
authorities that Bodfish and her 
Druid friends were creating a fire 
hazard by dancing with candles 
around what looked like a May- 
pole. “There were police at her 
door and helicopters flying over¬ 
head,” Pearson recalled with a 
chuckle. 

Weinberger said that Bodfish 
was a third order Druid, and she 
and Bodfish’s son, Max, were see¬

C rowning a decade of scien¬ 
tific efforts to prove the 
worthiness of compounds 
designed to fight HIV and AIDS, 
the AIDS Community Research 
Consortium (ACRC) will recog¬ 
nize the work of employees and 
volunteers at a ceremony this Fri¬ 
day, July 23 in Foster City. 

ACRC recruits volunteers liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS, who are then 
instructed how to use proposed 
drugs and devices designed to 
combat the disease. 

The ceremony will mark 10 
years of ACRC and recognize staff 
and volunteers who have worked in 
the establishment and use of 20 
medicines, all approved by the fed¬ 
eral Food and Drug Administration 


to fight against HIV/AIDS, said 
Becky Murray, director of market¬ 
ing and development. Recipients 
will receive etched, free-standing 
crystal cubes from ACRC Executive 
Director Michael Edell. Murray de¬ 
scribed the sculptures as “exquisite.” 

Murray cited recipients in var¬ 
ious categories. Leading off will be 
Jonathan Mesinger for his length 
of service as a program coordina¬ 
tor with the San Mateo County 
AIDS Program. Following will be 
volunteer Jim Murphy, for his 
work with computer classes for 
fellow workers, and his efforts 
with ACRC’s “Living Now” pro¬ 
gram, which encourages partici¬ 
pants to live as fully as possible 
while they are being treated. 

Other award recipients include 
Brian Camp, a registered nurse, 
who will be recognized for his 


work as a clinical trials specialist, 
and Maryanne Deresinsky for her 
participation in the government 
and community sector. In the 
same area, Mary Frazier will be 
honored for her work with the 
Bread of Life organization. Dr. 
Carol Kemper will be recognized 
as a strong, ongoing collaborator. 

In keeping with its original 
plan as a continuing organization 
devoted to medical testing, ACRC 
will soon have a parallel program 
on hepatitis C, Edell announced. 

Characterizing the nature and 
operation of ACRC, Murray 
called it “a team player for our 
own health.” T

Gay killed at Corcoran

alifornia prison rights ac¬ 
tivists hope a state investiga- 
m'' tion into the recent murder 
of a gay inmate at Corcoran State 
Prison might bring about a less¬ 
ening of violence at the peniten¬ 
tiary, but candidly admit they 
don’t expect major changes. In the 
last few years the prison near Fres¬ 
no has been hit with a series of 
scandals, including reports that 
guards staged gladiator-style 
fights among inmates; a policy of 
punishing prisoners by housing 
them in a cell with a known rapist 
of fellow inmates, jokingly nick¬ 
named the “Booty Bandit” by the 
staff; and a lack of supervision 
that allowed some convicts to at¬ 
tack high-visibility prisoners. 

The latest reported outrage is 
the beating and strangulation of 
an openly gay inmate by a fellow 
prisoner in an attack that lasted 
nearly an hour before it resulted 
in his death. 

Authorities have confirmed 
that a surveillance video shows in¬ 
mate Anthony “Torro” Delgado 
murdering James Mahoney, who 
usually went by his middle name 
of Kevin, on July 2. It isn’t the first 
time Delgado has been charged in 
the murder of a fellow inmate; he 
is also believed responsible for the 
death of former cellmate Frank 
Mendoza in October 1998. For 
that reason, Delgado should not 
have been in contact with other 
inmates, and California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections regulations 


should have precluded the situa¬ 
tion that led to Mahoney’s stran¬ 
gulation death. Nevertheless, the 
two men were left alone in a room 
smaller than a basketball court, 
directly under a guard station that 
has views into two such “yards.” 

According to King’s County 
Assistant District Attorney Roy 
Calhoun, the guard who was on 
duty at the station was inexperi¬ 
enced and focused his attention 
on the other room, which had 17 
inmates in it at the time. While 
the guard’s attention was divert¬ 
ed, Delgado spent 50 minutes 
striking, clubbing, and eventually 
strangling Mahoney. 

Those who have viewed the tape 
have described Delgado’s rampage 
as three separate attacks on Ma¬ 
honey, separated by pauses where 
the perpetrator paced the room. 
The first attack began with a quick 
punch that floored the gay inmate. 
Minutes later, Delgado resumed the 
assault by clubbing the cowering 
Mahoney with his prison-issue san¬ 
dal. Then, after another break, Del¬ 
gado made a rope of his T-shirt and 
strangled Mahoney. 

When Mahoney was found, 
the prison ambulance was not op¬ 
erational and the keys to the alter¬ 
nate vehicle could not be located. 

Prison activist Brian 
Carmichael, who knew the victim, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
prisoners who are perceived as 
weak or gay are at an increased 
risk of being assaulted. A source 
told the B.A.R. that Mahoney’s 
lover was recently transferred to 
another prison, which could have 


left him vulnerable. 

“What’s really frightening is 
that the beating could go on so 
long,” Carmichael said. “Usually 
the guards break up a fight within 
a minute - and when they blow a 
whistle at Corcoran, every single 
inmate instantly hits the floor be¬ 
cause they know they’ll be shot if 
they don’t - so if you can hold 
your own just long enough for 
them to blow their whistle you 
can make it, even if you’re up 
against a rival gang member or 
the biggest guy on the yard. 

“But I can’t imagine a prison 
fight lasting 50 minutes. If there 
was a guard stationed right over 
the yard with Kevin and Torro, 
sitting there with three guns 
strapped to his chest, why didn’t 
he break it up?” 

Many also wonder why Delga¬ 
do was allowed to mix with anoth¬ 
er prisoner after he’d already been 
found beside the body of a former 
cellmate and admitted his part in 
that killing. Prison officials confirm 
the decision to take him off “walk- 
alone” was made by Associate War¬ 
den Julie Ward in June, despite 
other staff members’ objections. 

State investigators from the 
Department of Corrections have 
visited the institution to investi¬ 
gate the matter, and although 
Carmichael thinks an investiga¬ 
tion is in order, he isn’t confidant 
that it will change anything. 
“Nothing happened to all the 
other investigations into Corco¬

asy Bay queers will have an 
opportunity to help city of- 
ficials and others plan a 
new center for the gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender, and question¬ 
ing (GLBTQ) community in 
Southern Alameda County, at a 
town hall meeting this Saturday, 
July 24 in Hayward. 

Darci Meyers, of Community 
Prevention of Alcohol-Related 
Problems (CommPre), said mem¬ 
bers of the GLBTQ community are 
being asked to provide ideas and 
energy for the center, as well as 
help decide on a location. Other 
topics to be discussed include 


planning what types of activities, 
programs, and services the center 
should have; a “name the center” 
contest; and soliciting involvement 
from local gay organizations. 

Hayward Mayor Roberta 
Cooper is expected to attend, along 
with openly gay Hayward city 
council member Kevin Dowling. 

Other goals of Saturday’s meet¬ 
ing are to get the word out about 
the planned center to the greater 
community, including the history 
of planning a center and future di¬ 
rections for the project; and to 
help craft fundraising strategies. 
Meyers said organizers are also 
looking for volunteers interested 
in assisting with planning and es¬ 
tablishing the center that will give 


people an alternative to gay bars as 
well as a central meeting space. 

CommPre is a program of 
Horizon Services, Inc., and has 
been working with the GLBTQ 
community in Hayward and the 
surrounding areas for over five 
years. V

Lavender Pages 
advertisers lose green, 
see red, feel blue

volume of the edition. 

“We were instructed by Grace 
Moore to cover the dates on the old 
issues and then they were sent out 
to businesses around the city,” Reed 
said. “Hundreds of copies of the 
Lavender Pages were shipped, but 
there was no current issue.” 

Reed said that Moore then col¬ 
lected revenue from the directo¬ 
ry’s advertisers for the January 
issue, even though a new issue 
wasn’t produced. She also stated 
that Moore promised her vendors 
that this year’s Pride edition - 
scheduled for a June release - 
would make a big splash, but that 
issue wasn’t printed either. 

The Lavender Pages gathered 
more than 1,400 advertisers for 
the last issue of the directory, ac¬ 
cording to Tom White, the former 
webmaster for the Lavender 
Pages. “Those advertisers are 
owed money by Grace but her ac¬ 
count here in the city has been 
closed for a while and I know 
there are others out there - credi¬ 
tors as well as former employees 
of the Lavender Pages - that have 
seen their checks bounce,” White 
told the B.A.R. 

Attorney Thomas Ray of the 
Golden Gate Business Association 
is gathering information concern¬ 
ing creditors of the Lavender 
Pages. “As far as I know,” Ray said, 
“the assets of the Lavender Pages 
have been sold. Now we are get¬ 
ting called by all the creditors of 
the Lavender Pages and I have 
begun proceedings to represent at 
least one of those creditors in a 


lawsuit against them.” 

Ray was unwilling to provide 
further comment on Moore or 
past operations of the Lavender 
Pages, but did add that Moore 
“seems not to know how to han¬ 
dle her books.” White concurred, 
saying “Grace just isn’t able to 
handle the accounting, and she’s 
bad at handling her finances. 

“It’s not that she’s a bad per¬ 
son,” White said. “She just should¬ 
n’t be in a position where she’s in 
control of other people’s money.” 

It’s a lesson White learned the 
hard way. He lent Moore $43,000 
in June 1998 for production of the 
upcoming issue and is still owed 
$30,000 of the loan. 

“I lent money to Grace with 
the understanding that I would be 
paid back,” White added. “Grace 
started to pay me and I received 
$13,000 from her account, but it 
ended there. 

“She finally wrote me another 
check on June 10 this year for part 
of the rest, but that check 
bounced. I have called her repeat¬ 
edly at the Lavender Pages in 
Florida but she doesn’t returmany 
of my phone calls.” 

The phone line to the San Fran¬ 
cisco offices of the Lavender Pages 
has been disconnected and Moore, 
now working on the next issue of the 
Lavender Pages in Ft. Lauderdale, 
did not return calls to the B.A.R. 

“It’s not surprising,” White 
concluded. “When she left town all 
her calls were forwarded to Flori¬ 
da. But try reaching her in Flori¬ 
da. She never returns a call.” T

s he Lavender Pages, a semi¬ 
annual telephone directory 
II for the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity, has all but disappeared 
from the Bay Area. The head of 
the company, Grace Moore, 
moved to Florida earlier this year 
- and allegedly took advertisers’ 
money with her as she left, with¬ 
out providing them with the ser¬ 
vice she promised. 

Former employees of the com¬ 
pany claim Moore’s departure 
isn’t the first of the fraudulent 
practices at the Lavender Pages. 
They say the deception began last 
year when Moore billed cus¬ 
tomers for ads in an updated pub¬ 
lication and then knowingly dis¬ 
tributed old issues of the directo¬ 
ry as new.

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Trial begins for Bush 
Street arson suspect

T he trial of Darryl Geyer, the 
Polk District gay hustler sus¬ 
pected of arson in a June 11, 
1996 Bush Street apartment 
building fire in which a woman 
jumped to her death attempting 
to escape, began Monday, July 19, 
in San Francisco Superior Court, 
Department 27. Geyer’s attorney, 
Kenneth Quigley, is leading the 
defense for the accused and will 
bring forth information regarding 
another man who allegedly con¬ 
fessed to setting the fire. The man, 
according to Quigley, had a mo¬ 
tive for setting the fire because of 
a dispute with the Bush Street 
apartment building’s owner. 

Geyer, who was booked on 12 
counts of arson and one count of 
murder in the death of 76-year-old 
Dolores DeLeon who jumped to 
her death from the fourth floor of 
the 1011 Bush Street apartment, 
faces a maximum sentence of life in 
prison without parole if convicted. 

Quigley said that Geyer has al¬ 
ways sought approval from older

men after he suffered sexual mo¬ 
lestation as a child, and that he fell 
into hustling as a means of survival 
when he first arrived in San Fran¬ 
cisco from his Ohio home. Quigley 
also emphasized that Geyer did 
not receive the help he was 
promised when he was sent to jail 
and that “just like everyone else in 
Darryl’s life, they tossed him on 
the garbage heap,” Quigley said. 

The attorney has held to the be¬ 
lief that Prosecutor A1 Giannini 
does not have a case and that Geyer 


is not guilty because of Geyer’s 
mental disorder, a condition that 
apparently makes him confess to 
crimes he did not commit. Quigley 
said in a 1996 statement to the Bay 
Area Reporter that “He’s [Geyer] 
confessed to between 10 and 15 
fires, some of which never oc¬ 
curred.” He added that even 
though investigators “were deeply 
personally touched” by Geyer’s ac¬ 
count of an abused and troubled 
past,” the prosecution is convinced 
that he is guilty of the crimes. 

According to Giannini, the fire 
weighed heavy on Geyer’s con¬ 
science and after repeated denials 
to the crimes, Geyer said he 
“never meant to kill anybody,” 
and that he “wanted to talk about 
it, but was afraid,” Geyer said. 
Quigley stressed that his client 
had confessed to the fire only after 
police had promised to give him 
medical help and to help him get 
off the streets, indicating that 
Geyer may have confessed as a 
means toward changing his life 
for the better. 

“Darryl didn’t set that fire,” 
Quigley concluded. “But they [the 
prosecution] have to solve this 
crime, they have to get someone 
for this.” The trial is expected to 
last at least several days, according 
to Quigley’s office, and may last 
several weeks. Geyer will remain 
housed at the county jail at the 
Hall of Justice, 850 Bryant Street, 
until a verdict is reached. T 
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Killing time while doing time 


A ll week long we’ve been feeling angry 
about the murder of gay soldier Barry 
Winchell on an Army base in Ken¬ 
tucky, reported last week in the B.A.R. and 
updated this week, and it didn’t help the 
mood to learn that a gay inmate was mur¬ 
dered at a prison not far from here. It seems 
the gay man was locked into a room with an 
inmate who had already killed while behind 
bars (then scrawled a message on the dead 
man’s T-shirt and hunkered down to wait 
for guards to discover him). 

For 50 minutes, as the supervisory staff 
ignored the room, gay inmate James Kevin 
Mahoney suffered through a marathon 
beating and eventual strangulation, with 
periods of relief coming only twice - per¬ 
haps when his assailant was getting tired 
and needed to pace the room to regain his 
breath. That’s a horror almost beyond 
imagining, but we urge everyone to try. the 
next time you’re doing something that takes 
50 minutes, imagine spending all that time 
being beaten, and you’ll discover that it is a 
hell of a long time. Go ahead - while you’re 
on a StairMaster, watching the latest South 
Park video, or baking a rack of lamb, imag¬ 
ine spending the whole damn time with 
someone hammering you with a shoe. 
Imagine the pain at first, and then gradual¬ 
ly add a flood of fear and rage and despair. 
And then whatever the last sensation was, 
as the homemade garrote was tightening 
around your neck, blocking out your air, 
blanking your vision ... 

All that horror unfolded nearer to an 
armed guard than the Wimbledon courts 
are to the line judges. The guard had his at¬ 
tention “diverted” - the story goes - and 
somehow failed to notice the beating going 
on under his nose. Eventually the matter was 
discovered, and the ambulance was called - 
but the ambulance was broken. Then the al¬ 
ternative to the ambulance was sent for - but 
it’s keys were missing. Eventually Mahoney 
was removed. He was by that time quite 
dead. The whole thing smells to high heav¬ 
en, but in an era of three-strikes-and-forget- 
they’re-human, that story may not get much 
play in mainstream media. 

That’s a pity. California needs to lead the 
nation in shining a bright light on prison 


policy. After all, we’re major investors. 

These are unpleasant facts: The state de¬ 
partment with the largest staff is the Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections. We Californians spend 
more than $20,000 per average pris¬ 
oner, per year, according to informa¬ 
tion provided by the Department 
of Corrections, to warehouse , 
them, but few consider the other, 
larger costs that we rack up; those 
include client services for prisoners’ 
dependents and - if we can be blunt - for 
prisoners eventually since it is extremely 
difficult for them to find self- 
sustaining employment when 
they’re eventually freed. 

Beyond taxpayer dollars, all 
of society pays the cost in lowered productiv¬ 
ity when we choose to support punishment 
over crime prevention, and we demand that 
punishment be severe and cheap, even while 
enacting inherently expensive policies like 
mandatory sentences for marijuana-related 
convictions. (The department brags that de¬ 
spite its huge staff it consumes an inappro¬ 
priately small segment of the state’s budget.) 


It doesn’t seem that our society really 
prefers building prisons to building schools, 
but our legislators sure seem to have that 
preference. And that’s why we have to have 
fights about affirmative action in our schools 
- because we don’t have enough class¬ 
rooms for everyone, so people are 
scrambling for the few seats we have 
available. If lawmakers and budget- 
makers allocated the resources we need 
to build more schools now, we would 
certainly save money on prisons later. 
In the meanwhile, while we have 
them, we should spend more on 
them if that’s what it takes to 
provide simple safety for the in¬ 
mates. 

Rightly or wrongly, the case makes us 
think of Private First Class Barry Winchell 
in Kentucky: the Army and prisons both 
pride themselves on running on order and 
discipline, but both are actually run by fear, 
intimidation, testosterone, and variations 
on “Don’t Ask Don’t Tell” policies. And all 
too often, that code of enforced silence 
equals death. ▼ 
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Hold back the Knight initiative 
by debating with integrity

S ome say that it will be a daunting task 
to beat the anti-gay, anti-family 
Knight initiative that’s up for a vote 
next March. When Hawaii and Alaska had 
similar votes last year, these states were not 
able to educate a majority on what gay 
equality means. However, if any state can 
pull this off, it’s California. Having 700,000 
people take part in the Gay Pride Parade is 
very good for starters. 

With fundraising efforts already under 
way, California will raise much more money 
than either Hawaii or Alaska. This state has 
more sophistication in dealing with such a 
civil rights issue. Compare the level of les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgender (LGBT) 
community organization in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco with Honolulu and An¬ 
chorage. The number of church leaders in 
favor of gay marriage in the Bay Area alone 
is much greater than in Hawaii or Alaska. 

Teams of people are strategizing on how 
to best deal with this vote politically. The 
hardest part for me is how to articulate my 
views spiritually. Living in Hawaii last No¬ 
vember when we had a similar vote, I was 
shocked to view the many TV spots that 
said being gay is bad. Full page ads were run 
in our papers with prominent figures de¬ 
claring their vote to “save traditional mar¬ 
riage”. 

Unprepared for such a barrage of gay¬ 
bashing in God’s name, I took the low road 
of throwing my own judgment of them 
right back, or staring in disbelief when peo¬ 


ple would say, “I have nothing against gays. 
It’s just that God intends marriage to be for 
only a man and a woman.” 

Many who vote for traditional marriage 
defend themselves in such a holy, American 
Pie way. My response of, “In my heart I feel 
that God would want everyone to be treated 
equally,” was not a strong enough comeback. 

There will be a better chance of defeating 
this initiative when we can vote against it 
with integrity, compassion and depth. 
Here are some thoughts on how. 

• Talk (if we haven’t already) with 
someone who has rigorously stud¬ 
ied the holiness of homosexuality. 

Any leader of a gay-friendly church 
has done this. Standing up for any 
marginalized group is a holy thing. 

• If someone uses the 
Bible to justify a view, we 
could call it an ancient, ir¬ 
relevant book or learn 
about Biblical interpreta¬ 
tion. Bishop John Spong’s book, Rescuing 
the Bible from Fundamentalism , shows that 
literal interpretation is not the only way. 

• Develop our spiritual lives. Letting go 
of spirit is understandable if we’ve been 
hurt by certain religious beliefs. Yet, the Bay 
Area is rich with inclusive, interfaith gath¬ 
erings. Check out a group such as: AA, Af¬ 
firmation Gay & Lesbian Mormons, First 
United Lutheran Church, Gay Buddhist Fel¬ 
lowship, Meditation Group for Women 
with HIV, Metropolitan Community 
Church, Most Holy Redeemer, and Queer 
Taoists, to name just a few. Could be a fun 
way to meet someone new. 


• Read Gary Zukav’s The Seat of the Soul. 
We are more authentically powerful, when 
we let go of judging others. Zukav intelli¬ 
gently explains how this works. 

• Avoid using the phrase “religious right”. 
No one likes to be stereotyped. A friend told 
me that by putting her in that camp, I as¬ 
sign all of the negative parts of that group to 
her. Giving this unfair label, I ignore many 
of her loving respectful actions. 

• Learn from a practice called Common 
Ground. Advocates of this practice point to 
Dr. Martin Luther King’s language which 
was inclusive and transparent with no visi- 

^ ble us and them, no visible 
enemy. King spoke to his oppo¬ 
nents as if he were addressing 
the highest, most noble, most 
potential place in them. 

Many who signed the 
Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence were persecuted 
and killed for their stand. 
Most of us won’t be physically injured for 
our vote; however, many of us will be in po¬ 
tentially heated discussions. We can best 
protect our equality and freedom when we 
speak our truth with integrity, less judg¬ 
ment, and more love. ▼

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Resist sidewalk messages 

The sidewalks in the Castro have recently been 
covered with spray-painted exhortations to “Resist 
the HIV Myth .” Every time we look down, we are 
asked, “Do You Still Believe in HIV?” as if HIV was 
the tooth fairy or something. The idea that HIV is a 
“myth” that one may simply choose to believe in, or 
not, is profoundly offensive to those of us who are liv¬ 
ing with AIDS, to those who are trying to remain un¬ 
infected, but most especially to the memory of those 
killed by this horrible virus. 

More than 18,000 gay men have died from AIDS 
in San Francisco alone, well over double the popula¬ 
tion of the town I grew up in. Among them were al¬ 
most my entire circle of friends. How I miss them. I 
am a long-term survivor of HIV disease, as it is called 
these days. I am alive today after fighting HIV for al¬ 
most 20 years because of successful treatment with 
antiviral drugs. So are lots of others. 

I remember when the lunatic fringe was saying that 
AZT was rat poison and tried to convince people not 
to take it. Around that time my best friend developed 
AIDS dementia. He didn’t know where he was, who he 
was, or who anyone else was. He became terribly para¬ 
noid, and was convinced that his caregivers were plot¬ 
ting to kill him. Every time I visited him in the hospital, 
he pleaded with me to take him home. It broke my 
heart to see him so terrified. But AZT had recently be¬ 
come available, and within a month after he started tak¬ 
ing it, he “came back” to his old self. It was like a mira¬ 
cle. He went on to have a few more good 
years before he died, time that he would not 
have had without this wonderful “rat poi¬ 
son”. So did thousands of others. And a 
very lucky few of us are still here. 

A decade ago, AZT was the only game 
in town. It was far from perfect, but it 
was a hell of a lot better than nothing, 
and it saved lots of lives. The drugs we 
have now aren’t perfect either. But 
they’re way better than what was available even just a 
couple of years ago. Yes, they’re very expensive, and 
they have severely nasty side effects. But not only are 
they keeping a lot of us alive, they have given many 
of us a reasonably good quality of life again. Hope¬ 
fully this will last until something better comes along. 
But there are no guarantees. Some people just can’t 
take these drugs, because for them, the side effects are 
deadly. Some people are infected with resistant strains 
of HIV, and the drugs don’t work for them at all. 
Knock on wood. 

There is only one thing that makes sense: HIV pre¬ 
vention. Condoms may be a bitch, but life isn’t always 
a picnic. You only get one go ’round. Don’t fuck it up. 
Have a wonderful life: love, laugh, dance in the streets, 
and just be glad you don’t have to take 60 pills every 
day for the rest of your life, like I do. Believe in HIV. 
Use a condom. Stay healthy.

Open debate never hurt anybody

too! I also like myself, generally (well, okay, always) 
vote Democrat, and question mainstream beliefs 
about AIDS and HIV. 

I tested positive for HIV over Memorial Day week¬ 
end 1986.1 believe I was infected two years prior to 
that, so I have been “living with HIV” for at least 15 
years. Four years ago, aka the ninth year of my death 
sentence, I finally allowed myself to recognize an un¬ 
deniable fact of my own life. Without any medical in¬ 
tervention, including “anti-retroviral” medication, I 
was neither a) sick nor b) dead. 

My path has taken me from firm belief that HIV 
causes AIDS, to believing the immune system could 
be enhanced with non-toxic alternatives to antiretro¬ 
virals, to questioning whether HIV causes AIDS. This 
progression in thinking about HIV/AIDS is a direct 
result of my own personal experience. I understand 
that the notion that HIV might not cause AIDS is up¬ 
setting for many. I’m not raising the question merely 
to be provocative. The possibility that a horrendous 
mistake has been made is disturbing to me. 

What’s ironic is that my story is a positive one 
though I’m almost ashamed to admit it. Is it the last 
taboo: discussing your non-death from AIDS? But it’s 
really true. These past four years, once I learned to let 
go of the fear, have been the most positive, life-af¬ 
firming years of my life. 

To all doubters, I say take a deep a breath, open 
your mind, read Christine Maggiore’s book. If you are 
intrigued, go on from there: read Callen, Burkett, 
Lauritsen, Duesberg. As they say at Alive 8c Well: 
Relax, it’s only information. 

There is another side to the HIV/AIDS story. 

I think everybody with HIV/AIDS should be al¬ 
lowed to hear about it and make an informed 
decision for him or herself. 

A little free speech, open debate, and civil dis¬ 
course never hurt anybody.

Analysis of SFAF budget 

Regarding the July 1 article “SFAF Board Endors¬ 
es 1999-2000 Budget,” our queer community - and 
other SFAF constituencies - cannot afford to simply 
review budget highlights without cross-year scrutiny. 

The original FY ’98-’99 budget projected revenue 
at $19,7 million, a $637,074 decrease in the FY ’99-’00 
budget, not the $0.1M noted in the B.A.R. subhead. 
Although Mr. Sangiacomo believes the “SFAF 
is ‘very lucky’ to have a relatively stable pat- 
I tern of contributions,” this decrease in¬ 
cludes $164,144 in government contracts; 
$354,347 in corporate, individual, foun¬ 
dation, and special event revenue; and 
$118,583 in donated goods and services. 
Additionally, SFAF audited Financial 
statements for years ending 6/30/97 and 
6/30/98 indicate fundraising revenue 
from individuals and organizations decreased 
$634,993, a combined decrease of $1.3M. Disturbing¬ 
ly, coupled with actual and projected revenue de¬ 
creases, fundraising expenses from 6/30/95 to 6/30/00 
soared $2,552,200 in five years to $4,844,649 annual¬ 
ly; fundraising now eats up 27% of SFAF expenses, 
never mind the exorbitant-salaries controversy. 

Revenue decreases typically portend program ser¬ 
vices cuts. SFAF’s board cut program services $863,609 
in the FY ’99-’00 budget, diverting it to increase 
fundraising $532,722, among other things. Sounds like 
robbing Peter (clients) to pay Paul! The majority of 
the decrease - $836,689 - occurred in HIV services 
and treatment support (including HIV services, hous¬ 
ing programs, and treatment education support ad¬ 
vocacy), their main mission. Other expense shifting 
included decreasing prevention services $131,336 and 
community information and education $130,051. 

Increases occurred in program (du jour?) devel¬ 
opment by $246,028 (42.5% !) and programs 8c con¬ 
tract management by $207,209 (a 20% increase to 
manage decreasing government contract dollars) 
while housing programs sustained scant growth. Nar¬ 
rative claims the housing budget “reflects a significant 
increase” while acknowledging “housing services re¬ 
main one of the single largest unmet needs of clients.” 
In reality, insignificant percentage increases occurred 
in housing: Vouchers 0.15% and programs 3.39%. 

While narrative spin control claims in “an era in the 
pandemic of declining resources ... [SFAF] program 
goals - [are prioritized] toward more focused, higher 
quality services,” a cross-year budget comparison sug¬ 
gests this board has problems in identifying priorities 
and allocating declining resources for unmet client 
needs; program services SFAF clients need desperately 
are being cut, as was Vida y Movimiento last year, for di¬ 
version to fundraising and programs du jour. 

As the sole community observer at two of the last 
four SFAF board meetings, I challenge our diverse 
queer communities and other stakeholders to start 
showing up to ask tough questions about budget al¬ 
location of scarce resources.

As 
your article notes, post-exposure prophylaxis (PEP) 
is one possibility. Although the data are not conclu¬ 
sive, there is some hope that PEP can help prevent 
HIV infection if begun within 72 hours of an expo¬ 
sure. To clarify the description in the article, PEP in¬ 
cludes taking anti-HIV medication for 28 days, and 
risk reduction counseling and HIV antibody testing. 
PEP services are available through the Department of 
Public Health, at City Clinic and at the Positive 
Health Program at San Francisco General Hospital 
(call 487-5538 during working hours, or 514-4PEP 
during evenings, weekends, and holidays). 

As you noted in the article, my further “it-might- 
help” suggestions about what a person might do after 
a condom failure were based not on research data, but 
on the best-guess suggestions of several medical 
providers whom I asked about the topic. No post- 
condom-failure methods of prevention can be ex¬ 
pected to consistently prevent HIV infection. 

Among other projects, our group is now working 
to find new ways of helping men stay safe consistent¬ 
ly and effectively through a new study called Explore, 
which tests a new method of HIV prevention coun¬ 
seling. Men and MTF transgenders who are interest¬ 
ed in participating in this new research project should 
call (415) 554-9068. As always, anyone (of any gen¬ 
der or orientation) who is interested in advising our 
research can join our community advisory board by 
calling me at (415) 554-9065.

Re: The ‘T’ in LGBT ... 

While I will leave it for someone else to comment 
on Larry Schmidt’s other remarks about the LGBT 
Pride Parade’s name [July 8], I would like to address 
a few of his words apparently meant for/about TG 
people. First of all, he doesn’t even use the word 
“transgender.” Rather, he speaks of “gender dyspho¬ 
ria” which is a psychiatric term that many of us es¬ 
chew. Speaking only for myself, I am Gender Eu¬ 
phoric about living as a transsexual woman. And we 
transsexuals are but a subset of the transgender com¬ 
munity for which that “T” stands in LGBT. 

Then he states that we “may be gay” but changing 
our gender is a “rejection of same-sex relations.” First 
of all, sexual orientation and gender identity are not 
related. You cannot assume one from another. That’s 
like saying “gay men must want to be women,” which 
is obviously untrue. Second, his statement ignores all 
of the people who have sex relations with people of 
the gender that they’ve become, such as lesbian-iden¬ 
tified transsexuals. 

Finally, he categorically asserts we “seem content 
to live quietly as the gender of their choice, undetect¬ 
ed, so gayness is not an issue.” While it is true that 
some of us do prefer to attempt to blend in with so¬ 
ciety - indeed that’s what the surgeons and shrinks 
tell us We must do to be “successful” - there are plen¬ 
ty of us who are out, loud, and proud. And we are just 
as queer to the bigots and bashers as anyone else who 
struts, prances, swishes, or marches down Market 
Street on that last Sunday in June. 

And we were the ones who started Stonewall.

CCP board says it’s diverse 

We appreciate Cynthia Laird’s coverage [June 24] 
of the recent annual meeting of the Community Cen¬ 
ter Project and her attention to the issue of diversity 
regarding the project. 

Unfortunately, her story, by devoting considerable 
space to comments made by someone who did not 
attend the meeting, and to which we were not given 
an opportunity to respond, may have given readers 
the impression that somehow the Community Center 
Project is insufficiently committed to diversity. 

In reality, there were no negative comments made 
at the meeting by members of the public and there 
were many positive ones. Many of our board mem¬ 
bers spoke up forcefully to reiterate our strong com¬ 
mitment to diversity, which has been clearly articu¬ 
lated in our mission statement and all printed mate¬ 
rials since the beginning of the project. 

And our commitment is not limited to words. The 
Board of Directors that was re-elected at the meeting 
is half women and almost half people of color (there 
are only four white men among the current 15 mem¬ 
bers). Our new officers are half women, with Pat Mar¬ 
tel, a Latina lesbian, as president. Duane Cramer, an 
African-American gay leader, was elected to join the 
board at this meeting. We also come from widely 
varying economic, social, and occupational back¬ 
grounds. I frankly doubt that there is any nonprofit 
board in our community that is more diverse. 

Further, as I stated at the meeting and Ms. Laird 
reported, we have several vacancies on the board for 
which we are currently recruiting candidates who will 
even further enhance our diversity. Interested persons 
should contact the project’s office at (415) 437- 2257. 

And, as we design the building and the programs 
that will be provided there, we have in place an ex¬ 
tensive outreach effort to ensure that everyone in our 
community is empowered to participate in the cre¬ 
ation of this important facility. 

So it is not surprising that at Sunday’s Pride Pa¬ 
rade, our float was not only cheered enthusiastically 
by the crowd, but also was given the “Fabulous Di¬ 
versity” Award by the judges.

First of all I would like to thank you for your re¬ 
cent article on hepatitis “Surviving hepatitis” [July 8] 
by Mark Norby. The hepatitis viruses, especially he¬ 
patitis C (HCV) pose a major health problem. Aware¬ 
ness is vitally important in combating these deadly 
diseases. 

However, I would like to correct some misquotes 
attributed to me by Mark Norby. First of all, I am the 
director of the Hepatitis C Support Project, a non¬ 
profit organization comprised of HCV+ individuals. 
Our mission is to provide support and education for 
HCV+ individuals as well as the public. We do not 
conduct research and we are not a part of the Davies 
Medical Center, but have been given space by Cali¬ 
fornia Medical Center and Davies Medical Center to 
conduct our support groups. 

You are correct in stating that if you have HCV 
and you contract hepatitis A (HAV) it can be fatal for 
a small, percentage of people. However, you quote 
me, “he (Franciscus) stated those infected with hep C 
seem not to need a hep B inoculation.” This misquote 
is extremely dangerous and may lead people with 
HCV to bypass an HBV vaccination. I would appre¬ 
ciate it if you could correct this statement. It is ex¬ 
tremely important that anyone with HCV be immu¬ 
nized against HAV and HBV. If you have HCV - both 
of these hepatitis viruses can make you extremely ill 
and could result in death. 

Education is a important tool in combating mis¬ 
information about HCV. The Bay Area Reporter can 
play a vital role in educating the public, but you must 
get the facts straight.

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Candidates hit 
the forking road

A fter two terms of gnashing 
their teeth over Democrat 
William Jefferson Clin¬ 
ton in the White House, most 
members of the Republican Party 
appear almost ready to bend and 
accept Texas Governor George 
W. Bush as their only hope in 
2000. The party is best known for 
its hard-line right wingers like 
Jesse Helms, Trent Lott, Tom 
DeLay, and Patrick Buchanan, 
but it is also desperate to win back 
the post once held by Bush’s dad, 
and the awareness is growing 
within the party that a tilt to the 
center is needed to do that. 

Many in the GOP are 
quietly calling for a “new 
pragmatism,” marked by 
a softening of anti-abor¬ 
tion rhetoric, but others 
within the party are 
also asking, “How far 
must we bend?” 

Still others 
have made it 
clear they 
don’t intend to 
bend at all. One by one the right 
wing nuts of the GOP appear to 
be peeling off their loyalties to the 
Republican conservative line, 
going their own way, and ulti¬ 
mately allowing the moderate 
“center” of their party to anoint 
Bush as their 2000 standard bear¬ 
er. Last week, one of the more 
conservative candidates - Senator 
Bob Smith of New Hampshire - 
left the GOP altogether and an¬ 
nounced he would run for presi¬ 
dent as the U.S. Taxpayers Party 
candidate. 

National GOP chairman Jim 
Nicholson publicly criticized 
Smith immediately after the sena¬ 
tor’s defection last week, but party 
conservatives promptly matched 
Nicholson’s criticism by criticiz¬ 
ing him. Indeed, the clash illumi¬ 
nated the depth of disagreement 
over how far Republicans should 
compromise to win next year. 
Steve Forbes quickly joined in 
the criticism of the GOP chair¬ 
man, telling him that “Republi¬ 
cans should stop running people 
out of the party” and return to the 
“core principles” of the GOP. 
Forbes, who has embraced the 
hard-line strategy of the religious 
conservatives within the GOP, is 
the only Republican in the race 
with the financial resources to 
match Bush dollar for dollar; not 
coincidentally, he is the one per¬ 
son the Bush camp fears will at¬ 
tack their man long and hard 
enough to disrupt their plan to 
take the party far enough to the 
center to defeat Al Gore and the 
Democrats next year. 

Buchanan is another far right¬ 
winger who threatens to eventually 
bolt the Republicans. Although that 
would rid the GOP of another bit 
of baggage and further clear the 
path for Bush, Buchanan’s defection 
would probably come only after he 
has slugged it out with Bush 
through a number of primaries and 
caused unknown damage. At pre¬ 
sent, at least, Buchanan is nowhere 
near ready to play dead politically 
and hand the nomination over to 
the anointed “Golden Boy,” and nei¬ 
ther are two other superconserva¬ 
tives, Gary Bauer and former Vice 
President Dan Quayle. Those three 
are likely to do the eventual GOP 
candidate much harm before the 
party’s July 2000 “Unity Conven¬ 


tion,” although they will probably 
stand by Bush until the election. 
Buchanan, on the other hand, could 
very well bolt and seek the Reform 
Party’s nomination. 

The question is, how many will 
care, even in the GOP? Will hard¬ 
line right-wingers bolt for the Re¬ 
form or Taxpayers party candi¬ 
dates, or agree to soften their anti¬ 
abortion, anti-gay, pro-gun 
stances long enough to join the 
moderates within the party? Is the 
“danger” of electing Gore - and al¬ 
lowing him to name justices to the 
Supreme Court - enough to give 
Republicans (including the far 
right Christian Coalition types) a 
taste of political reality? Make no 
mistake, the party is des¬ 
perate to win in 2000, 
and George W. looks 
like its best chance. 
For eight years Bill 
Clinton has been vic¬ 
torious, as Republi¬ 
cans have faced humili¬ 
ating defeats over bud¬ 
gets, the down¬ 
fall of two 
House speak¬ 
ers, and even a 
political loss on the president’s im¬ 
peachment. Eight is enough; by 
now it’s clear that a lot of Repub¬ 
licans are so hungry for the White 
House they will go after it - with 
or without the likes of Buchanan, 
Bauer, Quayle, or anyone else who 
looks like they must be run over. 

The irony, of course, is that 
Bush is probably no less conserv¬ 
ative than any of the other candi¬ 
dates. Usually he’s able to appear 
less so, but not always: Last week 
he declined an invitation to attend 
the national NAACP Convention 
in New York City. So did Okla¬ 
homa Representative J.C. Watts, 
the only black Republican mem¬ 
ber of Congress. Vice President 
Gore, on the other hand, accept¬ 
ed and was a big hit. 

(Perhaps Bush didn’t attend 
the event because he wanted to 
avoid explaining why the house 
he bought in 1988 had a restric¬ 
tive covenant saying the property 
was for “white persons only,” with 
an exception for “servants of any 
race.” Reporters discovered the 
racially restrictive covenant was 
still part of the paperwork when 
the just-elected Texas governor 
sold his North Dallas home in 
1995 to move into the Governor’s 
Mansion in Austin. Bush cam¬ 
paign people did the “explaining” 
to the press last week, with 
spokeswoman Mindy Tucker pre¬ 
dictably saying Bush was “not 
aware” the covenant existed.) 

One final note on the election 
front: The future of the GOP nom¬ 
ination may be seen at the Iowa 
straw poll August 14. Little more 
than a fundraiser for that state’s 
Republican Party - it costs $25 to 
vote in it - and once thought to be 
meaningless, the Bush people see it 
as a crucial battleground that their 
candidate must win - big. The 
Texas governor’s people have set a 
goal of getting 5,000 to cast their 
two-bit votes for him. Who says 
you can’t buy elections? 

Politics and people 

Former Assistant District At¬ 
torney Bill Fazio, in announcing 
his candidacy against D.A. Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan last week, said the 
incumbent is “temperamentally 
unsuited” for the job; some who 
know of Kayo’s temperament 
might agree, but others watching 


the Hall of Justice scene are telling 
me that it is another former assis¬ 
tant D.A., Steve Castleman, that 
Hallinan should be worrying 
about. Castleman reportedly has 
plenty of personal funds to wage a 
tough campaign, plus few - if any 
- political enemies, and is said to 
be talking to some pretty promi¬ 
nent campaign professionals. 
Meanwhile, those urging former 
District Attorney Arlo Smith into 
the race can forget about it: Smith, 
long a respected political figure in 
the city, is not running, but is 
looking seriously at a race for su¬ 
pervisor in his district next year. 

Look for L.A’s Republican 
mayor Richard Riordan to en¬ 
dorse Democratic U.S. Senator 
Dianne Feinstein for re-election 
next year, regardless of who the 
GOP puts up against her. 

Incidentally, I had lunch re¬ 
cently with Senator Feinstein’s 
daughter, Katherine Feinstein, 
now one of City Attorney Louise 
Renne’s top lawyers; much like 
her famous mother, Katherine is 
well liked by all who know her 
and clearly has a future in politics 
one day if she so chooses. 

Supporters of mayoral hopeful 
Mark “SuperBooty” O’Hara, 
the apparent Reform Party candi¬ 
date in November, tell me they are 
hopeful of getting Minnesota 
Governor Jesse ‘The Body’ 
Ventura’s endorsement; mean¬ 
while, Mayor Willie Brown 
dropped into The Bar on Castro 
Wednesday night, and even his 
campaign people were pleased at 
the warm reception he received at 
the popular Castro Street spot. 

Miller Brewing Co. apparently 
got cold feet and yanked a beer 
commercial geared to the gay com¬ 
munity (an ad that apparently fea¬ 
tured a group of topless, beer¬ 
drinking bodybuilders). It seems 
the squeamish brewing giant had 
planned to tap into the gay market 
with a 30-second spot, but pulled 
out at the 11th hour with an obvi¬ 
ous case of chilled feet, according 
to the new Advertising Age. The 
planned commercial featured the 
Bare Chest Men, models from a 
popular Bay Area calendar, playing 
volleyball by a pool and chugging 
Miller Genuine Draft, and was 
supposed to debut last week on a 
San Francisco-based gay cable 
show, QTV’s Xposure. Before going 
stale on the idea, Miller had appar¬ 
ently hoped to cash in on the gay 
gravy train - and one-up rival An¬ 
heuser-Busch, which made head¬ 
lines with last spring’s gay-specific 
Bud Light print ads. Hey, I’m not 
suggesting boycott here, but 
enough is enough for me - make 
mine a Bud. 

Washington Democrats are 
saying that you can add the name 
of Maryland Lieutenant Governor 
Kathleen Kennedy Townsend, 
the attorney daughter of the late 
Senator Robert F. Kennedy, to 
the veep list if Gore decides on a 
woman running mate in 2000. 

And that brings up the 
Kennedy name. As someone said, 
if America had a Shakespeare, he 
would write the Kennedy story; he 
would see that this family’s saga is 
the story of the whole American 
Century. I have been an admirer 
of the Kennedy family, (most of 
them, anyway) for much of my 
adult life, and if any of the 
Kennedy family had more mod¬ 
esty, grace, and class than John 
Kennedy Jr., I neither heard nor 
read of them. ▼

Sex, religion, & politics

H t didn’t divide a city. It wasn’t 

made of bricks. And it won’t 
|| make the nightly news. But a 
wall came tumbling down when 
the National Organization for 
Women redelineated its 1980 De¬ 
lineation of Lesbian Rights. 

For the first time in the nearly 
20 years that NOW has commit¬ 
ted itself to lesbian rights, it did so 
without the long-standing and 
much-argued assertion that 
pornography and sadomasochism 
were de facto issues of “exploita¬ 
tion and violence.” 

The Policy Reform Project, 
NOW members working for sex¬ 
ual self-determination for 
women, scored the victory after 
raising the issue at NOW’s 1997 
national convention. Though I’ve 
never really known what post¬ 
feminism is, unless it’s what you 
call a mail carrier with good poli¬ 
tics, I do like the idea of NOW 
putting an end to its finger-point¬ 
ing at that which is a safe, sane, 
and sexual act between consent¬ 
ing adults. So here’s a bravo for a 
post-prudishness in the women’s 
movement. 

The 1999 “new and 
improved” Delineation 
of Lesbian Rights no 
longer explicitly con¬ 
demns pornography 
and SM within the 
framework of lesbian 
rights. Mind you, the 
NOW assembly did not 
endorse pornogra¬ 
phy or SM either; 
it simply used the 
eraser with a new 
open-minded and less judgmen¬ 
tal look at the diversity within the 
lesbian feminist ranks. 

Pornography and SM have 
long sparked debate within the 
feminist and lesbian feminist 
movements. I’m sure there are 
many NOW members who be¬ 
lieve this reform to be a sign that 
The Apocalypse is upon us; they 
see this as worse than any mischief 
Y2K can create. 

But I say hats and handcuffs 
off to the members of the Policy 
Reform Project for having the pa¬ 
tience and persistence to change 
minds, change votes, and change 
the policy. Eliminating sex restric¬ 
tions from the books - whether in 
NOW or in the states that contin¬ 
ue to carry sodomy laws on their 
records - has got to be about as 
thankless a job as one gets. 

The very act of being one who 
focuses on policy, as a practice, is 
graced with a most thankless title: 
wonk. Not a policy goddess, or 
queen, or ace. Not even a policy 
jock. Nope. Despite the more 
scandalous nature of the policy 
(its pro-sex positions) the Policy 
Reform Project did the tedious 
work of wonking. 




Is NOW the time to be pro¬ 
sex? 

Even in this day and age, with 
so much progress in delineating 
our civil rights, it’s still hard to get 
a grassroots movement going for 
sex and sexual rights. 
Oh, we can talk about 
domestic partnership, 
adoption, and hate 
crimes legislation, but 
Ij it’s hard to get folks ex¬ 
cited and active around, 
say, repealing those 
sodomy laws or keeping 
the Internet safe 
for xxx gif files be¬ 
tween consenting 
adults. 

Any campaign mounted in be¬ 
half of sexual freedom and libera¬ 
tion, anything more erotic than 
coupledom, a picket fence, and a 
sport utility vehicle would play 
right into the right wing hands 
that a generation of gentrified ac¬ 
tivists have tried so hard to avoid. 
Any pro-sex battle we fight risks 
doing what we have tried not to 
let others do to us, that is, reduce 
us to what we do in bed. 

But, you know what? We are 
that too! And we have the right to 
be it and to do it. 

We’ve worked so hard to es¬ 
tablish our legitimacy within a 
mainstream framework that, at 
times, we have left our sexual 
selves invisible, remained silent 
about issues that are difficult to 
discuss - in part, because we do 
disagree, and those issues may di¬ 
vide us, and, in part, because it 
makes everyone nervous. 

Well, here’s something to make 
us nervous in a new and Congres- 
sionally-endorsed way. The Reli¬ 
gious Liberty Protection Act 
(RLPA) was approved by the 
House on July 15 by a vote of 306 
-118. The bill moves to the Senate 
next, and President Clinton has 


already expressed support for it. 

As best I can tell, what the 
RLPA does is tip the scales of 
(injustice further in favor of reli¬ 
gious self-righteousness. Yes, our 
legislators have decided that the 
religious oppression is more im¬ 
portant than other forms of op¬ 
pression, say, like racism, sexism, 
and homo-hatred. 

If RLPA becomes law, when 
civil rights and religious rights 
clash, civil rights will take a seat in 
the back of the bus. Some legisla¬ 
tors foresee the threat to civil 
rights that RLPA poses. Jerrold 
Nadler (D-New York) offered an 
amendment that would have pre¬ 
vented this statute from becoming 
used as a means of discrimina¬ 
tion. That amendment fell first on 
deaf ears and then flat on the 
House floor. 

So, thanks to Congress and 
starting now (or NOW), we had 
better start getting comfortable 
talking about our homosexuality 
in a new way, as a sacred practice, 
maybe even a holy one. If you ask 
me, it’s time to get those women 
from NOW’s Policy Reform Pro¬ 
ject wonking in Washington. 

Perhaps we all - regardless of 
our current religious affiliations - 
had better take a few lessons from 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence. In short, we all need to 
make our homosexuality our reli¬ 
gion, or else we will lose our po¬ 
litical battles. If the government 
cannot live up to its noble claim 
of separating church and state, 
then maybe its time for us to 
merge our sexual and political 
selves with a church of our own 
making. 

Forget post-feminism, what we 
really need is post-Republican, 
but we’re not even close. And 
those Democrats ... I guess you 
don’t have to be a Republican to

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Mass market lesbianism 


Lesbian pulp novels of the 1950s

T hough a time of great re¬ 
pression for lesbians and gay 
men, the 1950s and early 
1960s were actually a heyday for 
lesbian novels in the United 
States. Pulp fiction - cheap paper¬ 
backs printed on coarse paper - 
proved to be what one historian 
has called the “survival literature” 
of lesbians during that era. 

After World War II, the rapid 
development of the technology 
for producing mass-market pa¬ 
perbacks led to a blossoming 
of lesbian-themed fiction. 

It started in 1950, when 
Fawcett Books made the 
move to paperback pub¬ 
lishing with its imprint, 

Gold Medal Books. The im¬ 
print included many genres 
of fiction, such as 
mysteries and west¬ 
erns, which were sold 
in bus stations, drug¬ 
stores, and even supermarkets for 
a quarter or slightly more. The 
common denominator of all the 
Gold Medal titles was sex, sex, and 
more sex - including lesbian sex. 

The decision to produce les¬ 
bian pulps was fueled first and 
foremost by marketing concerns, 
not as a service to lesbians. In fact, 
many publishers didn’t think of 
lesbians as the market for these 
books; they assumed straight men 
would buy them for titillation. 
Consequently, many of the les¬ 
bian pulps published during that 
era were soft-core porn written by 
men for men (sometimes pseudo- 
nymously), though lesbians avid¬ 
ly read them, too. However, the 
pulp novels that lesbians cher¬ 
ished most tended to be those ac¬ 
tually written by lesbians. 

In 1950, Gold Medal’s first les¬ 
bian title, Women’s Barracks, ap¬ 
peared, written by a lesbian using 
the name Tereska Torres. A front- 
cover blurb pronounced it “the 
frank autobiography of a French 
soldier girl.” The cover art was a 
lurid tease, with three young ser¬ 
vicewomen lounging on their 
bunks in various states of undress. 
Women’s Barracks was specifically 
condemned by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee in 
1952. Though congressmen had 
read it privately, none of them 
would quote from it publicly, be¬ 
cause it was too “pornographic.” 
Of course, the sexual content of 
most of these novels was quite 
muted. 

Sexy covers and suggestive tag 
lines like those on Torres’s novel 
quickly became the trademark of 
lesbian pulp fiction. “A story once 
told in whispers now frankly, 
honestly written,” read the teaser 
of Spring Fire (1952), a pulp writ¬ 


ten by lesbian Vin Packer. 

The covers may have been 
designed to lure male 
readers, but they also sig¬ 
naled “lesbian” to many 
young women who felt 
isolated and alone, unable 
to claim their lesbianism 
openly for fear of 
reprisal. 

Though the cover art 
of pulp novels always 
depicted ultra-feminine 
women, the “real” les¬ 
bians in the stories were 
often tomboys or “bad 
girls” who seduced 
innocent straight 
women. Reflect¬ 
ing psychologi¬ 
cal theories of 
the time, les¬ 
bian pulp 
writers often 
present¬ 
ed lesbianism as the 
result of a trauma, 
such as rape or incest. 
At the end, the innocent straight 
woman almost always returned to 
a “normal” life with a man. If the 
lesbian protagonist wasn’t herself 
converted to heterosexuality, she 
usually became an alcoholic, lost 
her job, or committed suicide. 
Publishers insisted on these kinds 
of “moral” endings, condemning 
lesbian sexuality even while ex¬ 
ploiting it. In this regard, lesbian 
pulps followed the formula of tor¬ 
ment and sacrifice that Radclyffe 
Hall established in The Well of 
Loneliness in 1928. 

In contrast, The Price of Salt 
was unusual among lesbian pulps. 
Authored by acclaimed suspense 
writer Patricia Highsmith 


republished the entire Beebo se¬ 
ries, its creator finally came out as 
the author of the novels. 

For millions of lesbians in the 
1950s, buying a pulp novel could 
be a courageous public act, one 
that expressed a desire to explore 
or claim a lesbian identity in a 
time of repression. Lesbians hid 
the books under their mattresses 
or stashed them in closets, but 
they also circulated them and dis¬ 
cussed them, creating an under¬ 
ground community of lesbian 
readers. Though the themes were 
dark and the outlook bleak, les¬ 
bian pulp novels played a vital 
role in the development of lesbian 
identity before Stonewall. ▼ 


(Strangers on a Train ) under the 
pseudonym Claire Morgan, it is 
commonly believed to be the first 
lesbian novel with a happy end¬ 
ing. As Highsmith, herself a les¬ 
bian, put it 30 years later, the 
lovers “came out alive at the end 
and with a fair amount of hope 
for a happy future.” Highsmith’s 
novel sold an incredible one mil¬ 
lion copies in the United States 
during the single year of 1953, the 
same year the Kinsey report on 
women’s sexuality appeared. 
“Claire Morgan” was inundated 
with fan letters from lesbians and 
gay men, thanking her for the 
book’s positive ending. 

Like Highsmith, other lesbian 
pulp fiction writers used pseudo¬ 
nyms to protect their identities. 
Ann Bannon, creator of the Beebo 
Brinker series, was really Ann 
Thayer, a married woman and col¬ 
lege professor. Thayer, like many 
of her characters, led a double life, 
leaving her husband and children 
on the weekend to frequent les¬ 
bian bars in Greenwich Village. In 
the early 1980s, when Naiad Press

Marin City home has deepened. 
His friends say he never owned a 
tarantula and his neighbor, Pat 
Ross, told the B.A.R. she watered 
Wills’s plants while he was away 
and never saw it then. 

One of Wills’s friends told the 
B.A.R. that Wills had a fake taran¬ 
tula that he took to a Halloween 
party last year. But if the tarantu¬ 
la behind Wills’s glass sliding door 
is fake, how did it mysteriously 
show up a week after Wills was 
found dead? And more impor¬ 
tantly, fake or hot, does it have any 
relevance to the case? 

Orinda Police Sergeant Chris 
Wenzel said he was unaware of 
the tarantula. He asked the B.A.R. 
to send him a picture, and said he 
may send officers back up to the 
home to investigate. 

For Wills’s neighbors, the 
tarantula is the punctuation for 
the sense of mystery and horror 
they’ve felt over his suicide. One 
neighbor who asked not to be 
named recalled a conversation 
with Wills he’ll never forget. Wills 
asked him if he would like to take 
a walk. The elderly soft-spoken 
neighbor agreed, welcoming the 
opportunity to get to know his 
neighbor better. 

As they walked in an area over¬ 
looking the Marin Headlands, 
Wills said he had planned to go on 
vacation the following week and 
the two briefly discussed his plans. 
During a pensive moment, Wills 
confided that he had always felt 
out of place, like he “didn’t belong 
in this world.” The neighbor did¬ 
n’t want to probe but said he un¬ 
derstood Wills to mean that he 
felt out of place because of some¬ 
thing in his background. 

Max Wills left this world two 
weeks later. T

Second person charged 
in murder of gay soldier

A second soldier now faces 
charges in connection with 
the bludgeoning death of 
Private First Class Barry Winchell. 
Winchell was severely beaten with 
a baseball bat in his barracks at 
Fort Campbell, Kentucky on the 
night of July 5. He died the next 
morning at Vanderbilt University 
Medical Center in Nashville, 
about 60 miles south of the base. 

Army officials at Fort Camp¬ 
bell quickly charged Private 
Calvin N. Glover, 18, with pre¬ 
meditated murder in the attack. 
On Monday, July 19 they released 
a statement saying that Specialist 
Justin R. Fisher, 25, also has been 
linked to the case. 

The charges against Fisher in¬ 
clude participation “as a principle 
to premeditated murder” by en¬ 
couraging Glover to strike 
Winchell; acting as an accessory 
after the fact; making false state¬ 
ments to Army investigators while 
under oath concerning Winchell’s 
death; and obstructing the inves¬ 
tigation. 

There have been persistent ru¬ 
mors that Winchell was gay and 
that his sexual orientation was the 
basis for the attack. Members of 
the local gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity confirmed the former but 
have only secondhand knowledge 
of the latter.

Phone calls to the Service- 
members Legal Defense Network 
(SLDN) in Washington, D.C., al¬ 
leging that the murder had anti¬ 
gay overtones, prompted them to 
send an investigator to the area. 
Attorney Kathi Westcott has visit¬ 
ed the Fort Campbell/Nashville 
region twice since the murder to 
speak with those who may have 
knowledge of it. She is likely to re¬ 
turn yet a third time later this 
week. 

SLDN spokesperson Stacey 


Sobel called the charges against 
Fisher “a good indication that the 
base is taking this seriously. We 
encourage them to continue fully 
pursuing any and all leads that are 
possibly out there.” 

Fort Campbell spokesman 
Captain Truitt Cockrell, in an in¬ 
terview on July 20, said, “Army in¬ 
vestigators continue to conduct 
an aggressive and thorough inves¬ 
tigation into all aspects of 
Winchell’s death and the circum¬ 
stances surrounding it.” 

He declined to speculate when 
the investigation might be com¬ 
pleted, saying only that “they will 
take the time necessary.” Nor 
would he comment on whether or 
not they expect to file charges 
against others, as that might com¬ 
promise the ongoing investigation. 

One press report had 
Winchell’s unit being deployed to 
Saudi Arabia on maneuvers, but 
that turned out to be false. Cock¬ 
rell said that a sister battalion was 
being deployed to the Sinai in the 
Middle East. 

SLDN continues to be tight 
lipped about the soldiers they may 
have spoken with regarding the 
murder and the investigation, to 
protect the confidentiality of those 
conversations and sources. ▼

|| Northern California broth- 
11 ers suspected in the shooting 
deaths of a gay couple near Red¬ 
ding has been rescheduled. The 
suspects, Benjamin Matthew 
Williams, 31, and James Tyler 
Williams, 29, are charged with the 
murder of Winfield Scott Mowder 
and Gary Matson with special cir¬ 
cumstances, robbery, burglarizing 
Mowder and Matson’s residence, 
and vehicle theft. 

Prosecutors had expected to 
arraign the suspects Tuesday, July 
20, but the defendants’ lawyers 
were granted additional time to 
study investigation reports before 
proceeding. A spokeswoman from 
the Shasta County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter the arraignment was 


rescheduled for Thursday, July 29. 

The Williamses are also sus¬ 
pected in the torching of three 
Sacramento synagogues. Unlike 
the murders, which are being in¬ 
vestigated by the Shasta County 
Sheriff’s Department, the arson at¬ 
tacks are under investigation by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

The suspects have been in jail 
since July 7, when authorities 
nabbed them attempting to pick up 
ammunition supplies they’d bought 
with Mowder’s credit card and had 
shipped to a Yuba City drop box. 
Mowder and Matson were shot to 
death in their bed on July 1. 

In a related development, 
Sonoma County investigators no 
longer suspect the Williams 
brothers of being involved in the 
unsolved murder of gay Russian 
River bar owner Hans Grahlmann 
and one of Grahlmann’s employ¬ 
ees last October. ▼

shootings of prisoners over the 
past few years, and the guards 
who were trading drugs with [no¬ 
torious mass murderer] Charles 
Manson for his artwork,” he said. 

Although the state institution 
in Pelican Bay is considered the 
toughest prison in California, 
Carmichael said it is preferable to 
Corcoran in some ways. For one 
thing, he pointed out, although 
the constant near-solitary con¬ 
finement at Pelican Bay may be 
maddening, it is less dangerous 
for convicts than prisons where 
they mix. “At least at Pelican Bay 
the only person who can kill you 
is your cellie,” he told the B.A.R. 
“At Corcoran anyone on the yard 
could turn on you, if someone has 
said something to them about 
you. And if a guard hates you, all 
he has to do is tell someone you’re 


a snitch and then tell them, T 
won’t be Watching the yard too 
close later,’ and you’re in trouble.” 

Judy Greenspan, former exec¬ 
utive director of the HIV in 
Prison Project of Catholic Chari¬ 
ties, had a similar reaction. She 
told the B.A.R. that Corcoran is “a 
horrible violent place that should 
be closed down,” and in the case 
of Mahoney’s murder, “if the 
guard has no direct culpability, 
then Corcoran has culpability for 
the atmosphere.” She, like 
Carmichael, said the political 
power of the statewide prison 
guards union hobbles any real ef¬ 
forts at reform. 

The King’s County D.A.’s office 
announced this week it would 
charge Delgado with Mahoney’s 
murder, but will not seek to pun¬ 
ish the guard who failed to end 
the fight. Ward, who made the de¬ 
cision to allow Delgado to mix 
with other inmates, has been 
transferred. T

Jf% mall businesses in San Fran¬ 
cisco got a boost Tuesday, 

' July 20 when Mayor Willie 
Brown signed legislation au¬ 
thored by Supervisor Mark Leno 
that will create an Office of Small 
Business Affairs and a new, fully- 
empowered Small Business Com¬ 
mission. The mayor and Leno 
were joined by a crowd of small 
business owners and others at the 
City Hall signing ceremony. 

Brown and Leno told the 
crowd that the legislation was a 
top priority of the small business 
community at the Mayor’s Small 
Business Summit held last Sep¬ 
tember. The legislation was co¬ 
sponsored by all of Leno’s col¬ 
leagues on the board and was 
unanimously approved. 

Brown said his 1999-2000 city 
budget - adopted by the board 
July 19 - contains funds to start 
the office and revamp the Small 
Business Advisory Commission. 

Patrick Batt, president of Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro (MUMC) was on hand, along 
with Jose Najar, a commissioner 
on the present advisory panel. 
Leno pointed to the “great cross- 
section of representation” from 
leaders in the city’s small business 


community, including members 
of the Golden Gate Business Asso¬ 
ciation, MUMC, the San Francisco 
Black Chamber of Commerce, the 
San Francisco Hispanic Chamber 
of Commerce, the Asian Business 
Association, the Committee on 
Jobs, and the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Leno, himself a small business 
owner, was very happy with the 


legislation. He also announced a 
microloan program to help small 
businesses with loans ranging 
from $1,000 to $25,000 that will 
be handled out of the new office. 

“San Francisco has 83,000 
businesses registered with the city. 
An astonishing 75,000 of those 
are smaller businesses,” Leno said. 
“This legislation will provide 
focus, innovation, and advocacy 
for small business concerns. Small 
business is not only the engine 
which drives our local economy, 
but also the vehicle which brings 
out the city’s unique charm and 
character. But our small business¬ 
es face many challenges - escalat¬ 
ing rents and competition from 
large chain stores, just to name a 
few.” 

The legislation will help small 
businesses by revitalizing neigh-

borhood commercial areas; assist¬ 
ing small business entities with 
site selection for new businesses 
wishing to locate in the city; lever¬ 
aging state and federal funds to 
provide capital for small business¬ 
es; creating or strengthening pri¬ 
vate-public partnerships for the 
benefit of locally owned and 
smaller businesses; and facilitat¬ 
ing access to existing city services 
such as the Department of Build¬ 
ing Inspection’s one-stop permit 
program and the Department of 
Public Works’ project manage¬ 
ment systems to make it easier for 
businesses to choose to locate in 
the city. 

“The idea is to develop and co¬ 
ordinate the resources we now 
have,” Leno said. “This is not cre¬ 
ating bigger government, it’s more 
efficient government for business¬ 
es.” 

Unlike the current advisory 
body, which can only review legis¬ 
lation and make recommenda¬ 
tions to the mayor and Board of 
Supervisors, the fully-empowered 
commission envisioned by Leno, 
neighborhood merchants, and 
start-up businesses will have au¬ 
thority similar to other city com¬ 
missions. For example, the com¬ 
mission will recommend, formu¬ 
late, evaluate, and set policies for 
the city regarding rates and fees; 
advise the mayor regarding the 
appointment of the department 
head for the Office of Small Busi¬ 
ness Affairs; and set a budget for 
the office for submission through 
the mayor to the Board of Super¬ 
visors for approval. 

According to Leno, the most 
frequent recommendation at last 
year’s summit concerned the 
fully-empowered Small Business 
Commission. T 


MUMC’s president, Patrick 
Batt, says that his organization is 
committed to keeping Castro a 
small neighborhood and to not 
allowing the place to. become a 
strip mall. “We have always sup¬ 
ported small businesses in the 
Castro,” Batt states, “and it would 
be a disaster to see the Gap or Ba¬ 
nana Republic come into this 
neighborhood. I have heard from 
several owners in the area that the 
Valley Pride space could go for as 
much as $20,000 a month, or 
more. Only a corporation could 
afford that.” 

Wiggin urges everyone - from 
shop owners and residents to Cas¬ 
tro visitors - to attend Saturday’s 
meeting. He adds that it is vital for 
all San Franciscans to protect 
their neighborhoods from the 
end-of-millennium money and 
power drive. 

“Many neighborhoods, from 
the Haight to the Mission to South 
of Market, are in the throes of de¬ 
velopment. Many of us are prison¬ 
ers in our apartments because we 
can’t afford to leave them because 
the rents are going up. Now is the 
time to join neighborhood orga¬ 
nizations and try to have a voice. 
Otherwise, half of the people you 
know will have left this city in two 
to four years, because they simply 
cannot afford it. 

“There seems to be a new con¬ 
cept at work in San Francisco 
called economic cleansing. We 
want our neighborhood and we 
want it the way it used to be,” 
Wiggin concludes. T

A Gap in the Castro? 

Jane Warner of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Patrol Special Police, the 
unit that exclusively serves the 
Castro and is paid for by the Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro (MUMC), tells the B.A.R. that 
Valley Pride Market, located at 
474 Castro Street, is the next to be 
nixed from Castro Street. “I’ve 
heard rumors that the Gap will be 
moving into that space, and I 
know the owners are very upset 
because they’ve been given an ul¬ 
timatum to pay $10,000 in 
monthly rent or they will be 
gone.” 

Valley Pride’s owner, Linda 
Zeidan, confirmed to the B.A.R. 
that her landlord, Jim Sullivan, 
owner of Sullivan Funeral Home 
on Market Street in the Castro, 
has asked for $10,000 in monthly 
rent. “We cannot afford that high 
price,” Zeidan said in a humble, 
Arabic accent. “We are now on a 
month-to-month lease and we 
could be out of here any day. I 
have heard that the Gap could be 
moving into this space and I don’t 
think anybody in this neighbor¬ 
hood would want them to move 
into here.”

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House passes

T he U.S. House of Represen¬ 
tatives passed the Religious 
Liberty Protection Act 
(RLPA) Thursday, July 15 by a 
vote of 306-118, after first reject¬ 
ing an amendment that would 
have calmed concerns of lesbians 
and gays. 

The legislation sprang from a 
1997 decision by the Supreme 
Court that struck down the Reli¬ 
gious Freedom Restoration Act as 
being overly broad and exceeding 
congressional authority. The 
RLPA is an attempt to accomplish 
the same ends through a more 
constricted law. Some question 
whether this language accom¬ 
plishes that purpose and can pass 
judicial scrutiny. 

It’s principle sponsor is con¬ 
servative Representative Charles 
Canady (R-Florida), though as the 
final vote indicated, it has wide bi¬ 
partisan support, including a

fellow employees, as well as other 
sexual slurs including “faggot,” 
and that he was told “God does 
not approve of gays.” Apparently 
this verbal harassment escalated 
to threats of violence and includ¬ 
ed forceful behavior from his co¬ 
workers. Dacosta, who worked as 
a stocker, alleges that pallets, 
merchandise, and other work 
equipment were thrust at him in 
a threatening manner, and that 
he was repeatedly told that he 
should “watch his back.” 

Employees were also said to 
have made derogatory hand ges¬ 
tures and “effeminate flips of the 
wrist.” Dacosta also reports being 
told by co-workers that the store 
has a special code used to let 
other employees know whenever 
a “faggot is in the aisle.” 

Dacosta claims he was sub¬ 
jected to a pattern of offensive, 
hostile, and harassing anti-gay 
comments and behavior from the 
outset of his employment in Feb¬ 
ruary. He was fired less than

White House endorsement. It 
aims to prohibit state and local 
governments from placing “a sub¬ 
stantial burden” on individual ex¬ 
ercise of religion, unless there is a 
compelling state reason for doing 
so. 

Some civil rights groups, and 
particularly gay advocates, fear 
that the RLPA will gut hard won 
state and local anti-discrimina¬ 
tion protections for minorities, 
gays, and the disabled by allowing 
individuals to claim religious rea¬ 
sons as justification for anti-gay 
bigotry in housing, employment, 
and other areas. 

Elizabeth Birch, executive di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign (HRC), supports the prin¬ 
ciple behind the RLPA but not its 
current language. She says it is a 
“trampl[ing] on the civil rights of 
women, people of color, people 
with disabilities, and gay and les¬ 
bian Americans.” 

Christopher Anders, legislative 
counsel to the American Civil 


Liberties Union (ACLU) calls 
RLPA “a devastating piece of leg¬ 
islation on sexual orientation, 
marital status and the like that 
would upset the balance of civil 
rights laws at the state and local 
level.” 

“We don’t have to play one 
critical civil right against another 
in order for both to prevail,” said 
Kerry Lobel, executive director of 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF). 

The groups were stung by the 
defection of several of their liber¬ 
al colleagues. Winner Stachelberg, 
political director of HRC, said, “It 
is terribly disappointing when our 
traditional allies, whether it is 
People for the American Way or 
the Religious Access Center and 
others, who have stood by the gay 
and lesbian community through a 
lot of tough battles, have chosen 
to put religious liberties above the 
civil rights of gays and lesbians.” 

The measure now moves to the 
Senate. Y 


three months later for his com¬ 
plaints to Wal-Mart’s manage¬ 
ment. The lawsuit states that Da¬ 
costa was told not go anywhere 
alone and to fear for his safety 
because he would be physically 
attacked by other Wal-Mart em¬ 
ployees.

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

NORVIR is contraindicated in patients with known hypersensitivity to ritonavir or any of 
its ingredients. 

NORVIR should not be administered concurrently with the drugs listed in Table 1 (also 
see PRECAUTIONS Table 2: Contraindicated Drugs) because competition for primarily 
CYP3A by ritonavir could result in inhibition of the metabolism of these drugs and create 
the potential for serious and/or life-threatening reactions such as cardiac arrhythmias, 
prolonged or increased sedation, and respiratory depression. 

Postmarketing reports indicate that co-administration of ritonavir with ergotamine or 
dihydroergotamine has been associated with acute ergot toxicity characterized by periph¬ 
eral vasospasm and ischemia of the extremities.

WARNINGS 
Drug Interactions 

The magnitude of the interactions and therapeutic consequences between ritonavir and 
the drugs listed in Table 2 Predicted Drug Interactions: Use With Caution cannot be pre¬ 
dicted with any certainty. When co-administering ritonavir with any agent listed in Table 
2 Predicted Drug Interactions: Use With Caution, special attention is warranted. 

Cardiac and neurologic events have been reported with ritonavir when co-adminis- 
tered with disopyramide, mexiletine, nefazodone, fluoxetine and beta blockers. The possi¬ 
bility of drug interaction cannot be excluded. 

Particular caution should be used when prescribing sildenafil in patients receiving 
NORVIR. Co-administration of NORVIR with sildenafil is expected to substantially 
increase sildenafil concentrations (11-fold increase in AUC) and may result in an increase 
in sildenafil-associated adverse events, including hypotension, syncope, visual changes, 
and prolonged erection, (see PRECAUTIONS: Drug Interactions, Table 2 Established 
Drug Interactions: Alteration in Dose or Regimen Recommended Based on Drug Inter¬ 
action Studies and the complete prescribing information for sildenafil). 

Allergic Reactions 

Allergic reactions including urticaria, mild skin eruptions, bronchospasm, and 
angioedema have been reported. Rare cases of anaphylaxis and Stevens-Johnson syn¬ 
drome have also been reported. 

Hepatic Reactions 

Hepatic transaminase elevations exceeding 5 times the upper limit of normal, clinical 
hepatitis, and jaundice have occurred in patients receiving NORVIR alone or in combina¬ 
tion with other antiretroviral drugs (see Table 4). There may be an increased risk for 
transaminase elevations in patients with underlying hepatitis B or C. Therefore, caution 
should be exercised when administering NORVIR to patients with pre-existing liver dis¬ 
eases, liver enzyme abnormalities, or hepatitis. Increased AST/ALT monitoring should be 
considered in these patients, especially during the first three months of NORVIR treat¬ 
ment. 

There have been postmarketing reports of hepatic dysfunction, including some fatali¬ 
ties. These have generally occurred in patients taking multiple concomitant medications 
and/or with advanced AIDS. 

Pancreatitis 

Pancreatitis has been observed in patients receiving NORVIR therapy, including those who 
developed hypertriglyceridemia. In some cases fatalities have been observed. Patients with 
advanced HIV disease may be at increased risk of elevated triglycerides and pancreatitis. 

Pancreatitis should be considered if clinical symptoms (nausea, vomiting, abdominal 
pain) or abnormalities in laboratory values (such as increased serum lipase or amylase 
values) suggestive of pancreatitis should occur. Patients who exhibit these signs or symp¬ 
toms should be evaluated and NORVIR therapy should be discontinued if a diagnosis of 
pancreatitis is made. 

Diabetes Mellitus/Hyperglyeemia 

New onset diabetes mellitus, exacerbation of pre-existing diabetes mellitus, and hyper¬ 
glycemia have been reported during postmarketing surveillance in HIV-infected patients 
receiving protease inhibitor therapy. Some patients required either initiation or dose 
adjustments of insulin or oral hypoglycemic agents for treatment of these events. In some 
cases, diabetic ketoacidosis has occurred. In those patients who discontinued protease 
inhibitor therapy, hyperglycemia persisted in some cases. Because these events have 
been reported voluntarily during clinical practice, estimates of frequency cannot be made 
and a causal relationship between protease inhibitor therapy and these events has not 
been established. 

PRECAUTIONS 

General 

Ritonavir is principally metabolized by the liver. Therefore, caution should be exercised 
when administering this drug to patients with impaired hepatic function (see WARNINGS). 
Resistance/Cross-resistance 

Varying degrees of cross-resistance among protease inhibitors have been observed. Con¬ 
tinued administration of ritonavir therapy following loss of viral suppression may increase 
the likelihood of cross-resistance to other protease inhibitors. 

Hemophilia 

There have been reports of increased bleeding, including spontaneous skin hematomas 
and hemarthrosis, in patients with hemophilia type A and B treated with protease 
inhibitors. In some patients additional factor VIII was given. In more than half of the 
reported cases, treatment with protease inhibitors was continued or reintroduced. A 
causal relationship has not been established. 

Fat Redistribution 

Redistribution/accumulation of body fat including central obesity, dorsocervical fat 
enlargement (buffalo hump), peripheral wasting, breast enlargement, and 'Cushingoid 
appearance' have been observed in patients receiving protease inhibitors. The mechanism 
and long-term consequences of these events are currently unknown. A causal relationship 
has not been established. 

Lipid Disorders 

Treatment with NORVIR therapy alone or in combination with saquinavir has resulted in 
substantial increases in the concentration of total triglycerides and cholesterol. Triglyc¬ 
eride and cholesterol testing should be performed prior to initiating NORVIR therapy and 
at periodic intervals during therapy. Lipid disorders should be managed as clinically 
appropriate. See PRECAUTIONS Table 2 for additional information on potential drug inter¬ 
actions with NORVIR and HMG CoA reductase inhibitors. 

Information For Patients 

Patients should be informed that NORVIR Is not a cure for HIV infection and that they may 
continue to acquire illnesses associated with advanced HIV infection, including oppor¬ 
tunistic infections. 

Patients should be told that the long-term effects of NORVIR are unknown at this time. 
They should be informed that NORVIR therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of 
transmitting HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Patients should be advised to take NORVIR with food, if possible. 

Patients should be informed to take NORVIR every day as prescribed. Patients should 
not alter the dose or discontinue NORVIR without consulting their doctor. If a dose is 
missed, patients should take the next dose as soon as possible. However, if a dose is 
skipped, the patient should not double the next dose. 

Since NORVIR interacts with some drugs when taken together, patients should be 
advised to report to their doctor the use of any other medications, including prescription 
and nonprescription drugs. 

Patients should be informed that redistribution or accumulation of body fat may occur 
in patients receiving protease inhibitors and that the cause and long-term health effects of 
these conditions are not known at this time. 

Laboratory Tests 

Ritonavir has been shown to increase triglycerides, cholesterol, SGOT (AST), SGPT (ALT), 
GGT, CPK, and uric acid. Appropriate laboratory testing should be performed prior to ini¬ 
tiating NORVIR therapy and at periodic intervals or if any clinical signs or symptoms 
occur during therapy. For comprehensive information concerning laboratory test alter¬ 
ations associated with nucleoside analogues, physicians should refer to the complete 
product information for each of these drugs. 

Drug Interactions 

Ritonavir has been found to be an inhibitor of cytochrome P450 3A (CYP3A) both in vitro 
and in vivo. Agents that are extensively metabolized by CYP3A and have high first pass 
metabolism appear to be the most susceptible to large increases in AUC (>3-fold) when 
co-administered with ritonavir. Ritonavir also inhibits CYP2D6 to a lesser extent. Co¬ 
administration of substrates of CYP2D6 with ritonavir could result in increases (up to 2- 
fold) in the AUC of the other agent, possibly requiring a proportional dosage reduction. 
Ritonavir also appears to induce CYP3A as well as other enzymes, including glucurono- 
syl transferase, CYP1A2, and possibly CYP2C9. 

Drugs that are contraindicated specifically due to the expected magnitude of interac¬ 


tion and potential for serious adverse events are listed both in CONTRAINDICATIONS 
Table 1 and under Contraindicated Drugs in Table 2. The clinical recommendations based 
on the results of these studies are listed in Table 2 Established Drug Interactions: Alter¬ 
ation in Dose or Regimen Recommended Based on Drug Interaction Studies 

A systematic review of over 200 medications prescribed to HIV-infected patients was 
performed to identify potential drug interactions with ritonavir. There are a number of 
agents in which CYP3A or CYP2D6 partially contribute to the metabolism of the agent. In 
these cases, the magnitude of the interaction and therapeutic consequences cannot be 
predicted with any certainty. 

When co-administering ritonavir with calcium channel blockers, immunosuppres¬ 
sants, HMG-CoA reductase inhibitors, some steroids, or other substrates of CYP3A, or 
most antidepressants, certain antiarrhythmics, and some narcotic analgesics which are 
partially mediated by CYP2D6 metabolism, it is possible that substantial increases in con¬ 
centrations of these other agents may occur, possibly requiring a dosage reduction 
(>50%); examples are listed in Table 2 Predicted Drug Interactions: Use With Caution, 
Dose Decrease May Be Needed. 

When co-administering ritonavir with any agent having a narrow therapeutic margin, 
such as anticoagulants, anticonvulsants, and antiarrhythmics, special attention is war¬ 
ranted. With some agents, the metabolism may be induced, resulting in decreased con¬ 
centrations (see Table 2 Predicted Drug Interactions: Use With Caution, Dose Increase 
May Be Needed).

Post-Marketing Experience with Drugs Listed in Table 2 

Cardiac and neurologic events have been reported when ritonavir has been co-adminis- 
tered with disopyramide, mexiletine, nefazodone, fluoxetine, and beta blockers. The pos¬ 
sibility of drug interaction cannot be excluded. 

Carcinogenesis and Mutagenesis 

Long-term carcinogenicity studies of ritonavir in animal systems have not been completed. 
However, ritonavir was not mutagenic or clastogenic in a battery of in vitro and in vivo 
assays including bacterial reverse mutation (Ames) using S. typhimurium and £ coli, mouse 
lymphoma, mouse micronucleus, and chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes. 

Pregnancy, Fertility, and Reproduction 

Pregnancy Category B: Ritonavir produced no effects on fertility in rats at drug exposures 
approximately 40% (male) and 60% (female) of that achieved with the proposed thera¬ 
peutic dose. Higher dosages were not feasible due to hepatic toxicity. 

No treatment-related malformations were observed when ritonavir was administered 
to pregnant rats or rabbits. Developmental toxicity observed in rats (early resorptions, 
decreased fetal body weight and ossification delays and developmental variations) 
occurred at a maternally toxic dosage at an exposure equivalent to approximately 30% of 
that achieved with the proposed therapeutic dose. A slight increase in the incidence of 
cryptorchidism was also noted in rats at an exposure approximately 22% of that achieved 
with the proposed therapeutic dose. 

Developmental toxicity observed in rabbits (resorptions, decreased litter size and 
decreased fetal weights) also occurred at a maternally toxic dosage equivalent to 
1.8 times the proposed therapeutic dose based on a body surface area conversion factor. 

There are, however, no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. 
Because animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human response, this 
drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether this drug is excreted in human milk. Because 
many drugs are excreted in human milk, caution should be exercised when ritonavir is 
administered to a nursing woman. However, the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention advises HIV-infected women not to breast-feed to avoid 
postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may not be infected. 

Pediatric Use 

The safety and pharmacokinetic profile of ritonavir in pediatric patients below the age of 
2 years have not been established. In HIV-infected patients age 2 to 16 years, the adverse 
event profile seen during a clinical trial and postmarketing experience was similar to that 
for adult patients. The evaluation of the antiviral activity of ritonavir in pediatric patients 
in clinical trials is ongoing. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The safety of NORVIR alone and in combination with nucleoside analogues was studied 
in 1270 patients. Table 3 lists treatment-emergent adverse events (at least possibly 
related and of at least moderate intensity) that occurred in 2% or greater of patients 
receiving NORVIR alone or in combination with nucleosides in Study 245 or Study 247 
and in combination with saquinavir in ongoing Study 462. The most frequently reported 
clinical adverse events, other than asthenia, among patients receiving NORVIR were gas¬ 
trointestinal and neurological disturbances including nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, 
anorexia, abdominal pain, taste perversion, and circumoral and peripheral paresthesias. 
Similar adverse event profiles were reported in patients receiving ritonavir in other trials.

Adverse events occurring in less than 2% of patients receiving NORVIR in all phase 
ll/phase III studies and considered at least possibly related or of unknown relationship to 
treatment and of at least moderate intensity are listed below by body system. 

Body as a Whole: Abdomen enlarged, accidental injury, allergic reaction, back pain, 
cachexia, chest pain, chills, facial edema, facial pain, flu syndrome, hormone level altered, 
hypothermia, kidney pain, neck pain, neck rigidity, pelvic pain, photosensitivity reaction, 
and substernal chest pain. 

Cardiovascular System: Cardiovascular disorder, cerebral ischemia, cerebral venous 
thrombosis, hypertension, hypotension, migraine, myocardial infarct, palpitation, periph¬ 
eral vascular disorder, phlebitis, postural hypotension, tachycardia and vasospasm. 

Digestive System: Abnormal stools, bloody diarrhea, cheilitis, cholestatic jaundice, 
colitis, dry mouth, dysphagia, eructation, esophageal ulcer, esophagitis, gastritis, gas¬ 
troenteritis, gastrointestinal disorder, gastrointestinal hemorrhage, gingivitis, hepatic 
coma, hepatitis, hepatomegaly, hepatosplenomegaly, ileus, liver damage, melena, mouth 
ulcer, pancreatitis, pseudomembranous colitis, rectal disorder, rectal hemorrhage, 
sialadenitis, stomatitis, tenesmus, thirst, tongue edema, and ulcerative colitis. 

Endocrine System: Adrenal cortex insufficiency and diabetes mellitus. 

Hemic and Lymphatic System: Acute myeloblastic leukemia, anemia, ecchymosis, 
leukopenia, lymphadenopathy, lymphocytosis, myeloproliferative disorder, and thrombo¬ 
cytopenia. 

Metabolic and Nutritional Disorders: Albuminuria, alcohol intolerance, avitaminosis, 
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BUN increased, dehydration, edema, enzymatic abnormality, glycosuria, gout, hypercho¬ 
lesteremia, peripheral edema, and xanthomatosis. 

Musculoskeletal System: Arthritis, arthrosis, bone disorder, bone pain, extraocular palsy, 
joint disorder, leg cramps, muscle cramps, muscle weakness, myositis, and twitching. 

Nervous System: Abnormal dreams, abnormal gait, agitation, amnesia, aphasia, 
-ataxia, coma, convulsion, dementia, depersonalization, diplopia, emotional lability, eupho¬ 
ria, grand mal convulsion, hallucinations, hyperesthesia, hyperkinesia, hypesthesia, inco¬ 
ordination, libido decreased, manic reaction, nervousness, neuralgia, neuropathy, 
paralysis, peripheral neuropathic pain, peripheral neuropathy, peripheral sensory neu¬ 
ropathy, personality disorder, sleep disorder, speech disorder, stupor, subdural 
hematoma, tremor, urinary retention, vertigo, and vestibular disorder. 

Respiratory System: Asthma, bronchitis, dyspnea, epistaxis, hiccup, hypoventilation, 
increased cough, interstitial pneumonia, larynx edema, lung disorder, rhinitis, and sinusitis. 

Skin and Appendages: Acne, contact dermatitis, dry skin, eczema, erythema multi¬ 
forme, exfoliative dermatitis, folliculitis, fungal dermatitis, furunculosis, maculopapular 
rash, molluscum contagiosum, onychomycosis, pruritus, psoriasis, pustular rash, sebor¬ 
rhea, skin discoloration, skin disorder, skin hypertrophy, skin melanoma, urticaria, and 
vesiculobullous rash. 

Special Senses: Abnormal electro-oculogram, abnormal electroretinogram, abnormal 
vision, amblyopia/blurred vision, blepharitis, conjunctivitis, ear pain, eye disorder, eye 
pain, hearing impairment, increased cerumen, iritis, parosmia, photophobia, taste loss, 
tinnitus, uveitis, visual field defect, and vitreous disorder. 

Urogenital System: Acute kidney failure, breast pain, cystitis, dysuria, hematuria, 
impotence, kidney calculus, kidney failure, kidney function abnormal, kidney pain, men¬ 
orrhagia, penis disorder, polyuria, urethritis, urinary frequency, urinary tract infection, and 
vaginitis. 

Post-Marketing Experience: 

There have been postmarketing reports of seizure. Cause and effect relationship has not 
been established. 

Dehydration, usually associated with gastrointestinal symptoms, and sometimes result¬ 
ing in hypotension, syncope, or renal insufficiency has been reported. Syncope, orthostatic 
hypotension, and renal insufficiency have also been reported without known dehydration. 

Redistribution/accumulation of body fat has been reported (see PRECAUTIONS, Fat 
Redistribution). There have been reports of increased bleeding in patients with hemo¬ 
philia A or B (see PRECAUTIONS, Hemophilia).

OVERDOSAGE 
Acute Overdosage 

Human Overdose Experience: Human experience of acute overdose with NORVIR is limited. 
One patient in clinical trials took NORVIR 1500 mg/day for two days. The patient reported 
paresthesias which resolved after the dose was decreased. A post-marketing case of renal 
failure with eosinophilia has been reported with ritonavir overdose. 

The approximate lethal dose was found to be greater than 20 times the related human 
dose in rats and 10 times the related human dose in mice. 

Management of Overdosage 

Treatment of overdose with NORVIR consists of general supportive measures including 
monitoring of vital signs and observation of the clinical status of the patient. There is no 
specific antidote for overdose with NORVIR. If indicated, elimination of unabsorbed drug 


should be achieved by emesis or gastric lavage: usual precautions should be observed to 
maintain the airway. Administration of activated charcoal may also be used to aid in 
removal of unabsorbed drug. Since ritonavir is extensively metabolized by the liver and 
is highly protein bound, dialysis is unlikely to be beneficial in significant removal of the 
drug. A Certified Poison Control Center should be consulted for up-to-date information 
on the management of overdose with NORVIR. 
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SF AIDS cases decline... and increase

idway through 1999, the 
, rate of newly-diagnosed 
' ' AIDS cases in San Fran¬ 
cisco continues to be less than in 
previous years, according to a De¬ 
partment of Public Health (DPH) 
quarterly AIDS surveillance re¬ 
port covering January 1 to June 
30. The number of reported AIDS 
cases among all transmission cat¬ 
egories for those six months was 
181, compared with 219 reported 
cases for the same period in 1998, 
and 287 for the same period in 

1997. 

Although the overall rate is 
down from last year, the numbers 
suggest many more cases were re¬ 
ported among gay and bisexual 
non-injection drug users (IDUs) 
in the second quarter of 1999, 
compared with the numbers re¬ 
ported in the first three months of 
this year. The new report lists 121 
total new AIDS cases among that 
group from January to June; the 
last quarterly report, which cov¬ 
ered January through March, list¬ 
ed 39 reported AIDS cases in that 
sub-set. If those figures are cor¬ 
rect, the rate has jumped from 13 
cases per month to more than 26 
per month. 

The June 1999 report identi¬ 
fied 20 AIDS cases among gay or 
bisexual men IDUs since the be¬ 
ginning of the year, and 20 cases 
among non-gay IDUs. The figures 
are cumulative from the begin¬ 
ning of the year. That rate appears 
to be holding steady, and is in line 
with the last quarterly report, 
which listed nine reported cases 
among gay and bisexual IDUs and 
nine reported cases among non¬ 
gay IDUs. 

So far this year, there have been 
115 AIDS deaths reported. In June 

1998, there were 134 reported 


deaths. The number of people 
currently living with AIDS in the 
city is reported at 8,284. The fig¬ 
ures are incomplete due to delay 
in cases/deaths reporting, accord¬ 
ing to the report, but they do pro¬ 
vide a snapshot of how AIDS is 
progressing in San Francisco. 

DPH officials emphasized that 
the AIDS reporting figures do not 
include people living with HIV, 
which is not required to be re¬ 
ported. “We expect a substantial 
drop in AIDS, but we don’t really 
think there’s any substantial 
change in HIV cases,” Sandy 
Schwarcz, surveillance unit chief 
with DPH, told the Bay Area Re-

ast Sunday’s 13th AIDS 
Walk San Francisco raised a 
record $3.7 million for the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF) and 37 other organiza¬ 
tions in five Bay Area counties. 
The July 18 event drew 27,000 
participants to Sharon Meadow 
in Golden Gate Park. 

“This year’s AIDS Walk 
achieved a record for amount 
raised,” said Craig Miller, pro¬ 
ducer of the 10K fundraising 
walk-a-thon, “proving the Bay 
Area’s continuing resolve in 
bringing an end to the epidemic 
and providing critical programs 
and services for people with 
HIV/AIDS.” 

Gustavo Suarez, SFAF com¬ 
munications director, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that it’s possi¬ 
ble the grant process may be re¬ 
viewed once all of the checks are 
tallied and deposited in about 10 
days. Last year’s AIDS Walk also

did better than expected and an 
additional $90,000 was distrib¬ 
uted to benefiting organizations 
after the funds were deposited.

search associate professor of psy¬ 
chiatry at the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill School of 
Medicine. 

The L.I.F.E. Program has iden¬ 
tified 19 different psycho-social 
co-factors that can affect immu¬ 
nity and disease progression. Pro¬ 
gram participants learn to self-as- 
sess on these 19 co-factors, and to 
develop and implement remedial 
strategies with their trained peer 
or mental health counselor. In San 
Diego, 51 program cycles have 
been completed with approxi¬ 
mately 800 people with 
HIV/AIDS finishing the program. 

In an effort to give Bay Area 
residents more information, 
Shanti will host a community 
meeting on the L.I.F.E. Program 
this Wednesday, July 28. “It’s free 
and offered to any HIV-positive 
person,” Leiphart told the B.A.R. 
L.I.F.E. Program Manager Dr. 
Chad Hybarger will join Leiphart 
at the meeting. 

The first phase of the program 
consists of 16 weekly sessions over 
four months, beginning Wednes¬ 
day, August 4. During the First 
phase, participants learn concepts 


and the latest research of mind- 
body connections. Clients will 
also assess and rate themselves on 
the 19 different co-factors. 

Phase two involves more indi¬ 
vidual work, with people evaluat¬ 
ing themselves, Leiphart said. This 
part of the program lasts three 
months, and includes individual 
counseling that helps participants 
develop and implement the plans 
they identified in phase one. Typ¬ 
ically, people go through the first 
phase and some feel confident 
about their lives and choose not 
to continue with phase two, 
Leiphart said. “The remaining 
percentage dig in for phase two,” 
he added. 

Leiphart said that indepen¬ 
dently conducted program evalu¬ 
ation research demonstrates that 
the L.I.F.E. Program is effective at 
improving psychological func¬ 
tioning, increasing immune sys¬ 
tem functioning, and reducing 
HIV symptoms, particularly gas¬ 
trointestinal symptoms. 

“The L.I.F.E. Program in no 
way subscribes to the [belief] that 
HIV is irrelevant, but we now

P eople who are HIV-positive 
who have stress or other 
psycho-social co-factors 
may want to check out a new pro¬ 
gram starting next month at 
Shanti. The program - Learning 
Immune Function Enhancement, 
or L.I.F.E. - was developed in San 
Francisco in the late 1980s and 
implemented in San Diego at the 
Lesbian and Gay Men’s Commu¬ 
nity Center in 1992, where it con¬ 
tinues to run today. 

Dr. Jeff Leiphart, Shanti’s di¬ 
rector of client services, said the 
program is based on hundreds of 
published medical research stud¬ 
ies, primarily in the field of psy¬ 
cho-neuro-immunology (PNI),

play in Congress! 

And if it took until now for 
NOW to stop condemning some¬ 
thing sexual between consenting 
adults, then Congress won’t be 
ready to recognize our sexual lives 
as part of our civil rights until the 
next Millennium.

Can parents be as¬ 
serting the need for curricular re¬ 
form in so-called public educa¬ 
tion based upon claim of “reli¬ 
gious liberty.” Will our civil rights 
hold less currency with the courts 
thanks to this new protection for 
the religious freedom to discrim¬ 
inate? 

Egad, what happened to that 
notion of liberty and justice for 
ALL? 

Maybe our “take back the 
night” strategy will have to be to 
declare our sexual practices as re¬ 
ligious practices - a necessity of 
our faith, our freedom to worship. 
That way, when co-workers, land¬ 
lords, teammates, students, and 
classmates assert that their reli¬ 
gious beliefs prevent them from 
condoning our “sin” or “abomina¬ 
tion,” or that our very existence is 
somehow a breech in their reli¬ 
gious freedom, then we will have a 
way to fight back with some of 
that old-time religion of our own. 

So, just as NOW tears down a 
wall, Congress erects one. If 
Robert Frost was right when he 
wrote that “good fences make 
good neighbors,” it’s only because 
a physical barrier can maintain 
separation and prevent physical 
contact. How will we be anything 
but a divided nation if the legal 
advantage goes to someone who 
can defend violations of civil 
rights by declaring it a religious 
practice? 

Oops, I almost forgot, that’s a 
strategy older than, well, Moses. 

Even if we can’t prove that our 
homosexuality and bisexuality is 
written in our genes, many of us 
do believe it is written in stone.

logical issues, including but not 
limited to stress, can affect the im¬ 
mune system in both positive and 
negative ways. This can signifi¬ 
cantly regulate HIV symptom 
onset, rate of disease progression, 
and survival time.

! '' ost Americans feel confi- 
' dant that the threat posed 
I 1 i by AIDS is diminishing, 
thanks to medical research that 
has identified the causative virus 
and improved therapies to seek it 
out and limit its replication. But 
not everyone is convinced, as is 
obvious from the actions of 
“AIDS dissidents” who post flyers, 
spray-paint Castro sidewalks, and 
place newspaper advertisements 
urging the community to “chal¬ 
lenge the HIV myth .” In addition, 
many people have become in¬ 
creasingly disenchanted with 
standard combination anti-HIV 
treatments in the wake of news 
about widespread drug failures 
and adverse side effects. 

The best-known dissidents in 
San Francisco are members of the 
group ACT UP/San Francisco, 
who are proud to resist what they 
call AIDS orthodoxy. Their views 
- including that antiretroviral 
drugs are harmful, that safer sex is 
unnecessary, and that animal test¬ 
ing of medical therapies is uneth¬ 
ical - have led to frequent (and 
sometimes violent) conflicts with 
other activists, medical re¬ 
searchers, and leaders of AIDS 
service organizations. 

ACT UP/San Francisco’s tar¬ 
gets have included national ACT 
UP founder Larry Kramer and the 
Bay Area’s other ACT UP group, 
ACT UP/Golden Gate, which 
holds diametrically opposed 
views. ACT UP/SF’s actions have 
frequently outraged others in the 


gay and AIDS communities. This 
was perhaps best exemplified 
when ACT UP/SF member Ron¬ 
nie Burk dumped used cat litter 
onto the head of San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation Executive Di¬ 
rector Pat Christen at a public 
forum in 1996. 

ACT UP/SF’s tactics have left 
them virtually isolated, but they 
continue to spread their message. 
Although ACT UP/SF is the most 
visible group of dissidents locally, 
other groups (some with overlap¬ 
ping memberships) also question 
the AIDS orthodoxy. These 
groups include HEAL San Fran¬ 
cisco, and Alive and Well, former¬ 
ly known as HEAL Los Angeles. 
Members of these groups have 
claimed that the AIDS epidemic is 
over - if indeed it ever existed - 
and that the world would be bet¬ 
ter off if people stopped using 
protease inhibitors. 

This Wednesday, July 28, the 
San Francisco Chapter of HEAL 
will meet with guest speaker Mar¬ 
cia Rendle Smith, Ph.D., a neu¬ 
ropath who believes the western 
medical approach to disease does¬ 
n’t work. Smith will offer advice 
on ways people can take charge 
over their own health, and 
promises to explain “why we get 
sick, and how the immune system 
can be nurtured back to health 
without dangerous and intrusive 
treatments prescribed by allo¬ 
pathic physicians.” The meeting is 
open to any interested parties.

ACT UP/San Francisco and Alive 
and Well last month, entitled “Re¬ 
thinking AIDS: From Tragedy to 
Triumph.” It followed by two days 
a presentation by Dr. Peter Dues- 
berg, a University of California, 
Berkeley retrovirologist who is 
perhaps the most well known op¬ 
ponent of the idea that HIV caus¬ 
es AIDS. The four panelists shared 
the common belief that “the col¬ 
lection of illnesses grouped to¬ 
gether and called AIDS is not 
caused by a virus.” 

Dr. Charles Geshekter, a pro¬ 
fessor of the history of science, re¬ 
sponded to the common chal¬ 
lenge to AIDS dissidents, “What 
about Africa?” Geshekter said that 
the definition of an AIDS case in 
African countries is often based 


forums 

solely on clinical symptoms such 
as persistent fever, cough, diar¬ 
rhea, and weight loss; he wryly 
observed that “by this definition, 
I’ve had AIDS.” Geshekter con¬ 
cluded that austerity measures 
promoted by agencies such as the 
World Bank and the Internation¬ 
al Monetary Fund have worsened 
access to health care in much of 
Africa, and that “the classic symp¬ 
toms of AIDS are the classic 
symptoms of underdevelopment.” 
Although Africans are suffering 
from the same diseases as always, 
“No one wears ribbons for tuber¬ 
culosis and the lack of clean 
drinking water.” 

Christine Maggiore, director of 
Alive and Well and author of the 
book What if Everything You 
Thought You Knew About AIDS 
Was Wrong?, first tested HIV-posi¬ 
tive in 1982 and has since received 
a series of negative and positive test 
results. Maggiore emphasized that 
“there is no such things as an AIDS

| I J| hile many in the AIDS 
dissident community 
If w agree that HIV is not the 
sole and sufficient cause of AIDS, 
others are debating whether the 
virus - and retroviruses in gener¬ 
al - even exist. 

An ongoing debate began last 
December when MichaeLNitsche? 
of Berlin challenged Dr. Peter 
Duesberg, the best known propo¬ 
nent of the idea that HIV does not 
cause AIDS, to provide evidence 
that HIV does indeed exist. Dues¬ 
berg, a professor in the Depart¬ 
ment of Molecular and Cell Biol¬ 
ogy at the University of California 
at Berkeley who has been working 
with retroviruses for some 30 
years, believes that AIDS is caused 
by recreational drug use and anti- 
HIV drugs. Duesberg is currently 
working in Berlin on research re¬ 
garding retroviruses and cancer. 
The exchange between Nitsche 
and Duesberg has transpired 
mostly over e-mail; Nitsche has 
published his open letters and 
Duesberg’s replies on his website 
(http://user.cs.tu-berlin.de/ 
~myny/duesberg-brief.htm). 

While Duesberg does not be¬ 
lieve that HIV causes the set of ill¬ 
ness that have been grouped to¬ 
gether under the name “AIDS,” he 
does believe that HIV exists. 
Duesberg has laid out his argu¬ 
ments in a pair of articles appear¬ 
ing in the magazine Continuum in 
July 1996 and February 1997. His 
primary argument is based on the 
isolation and photography of a 
consistent 9150 nucleotide genet¬ 
ic sequence in laboratory samples 
from people with AIDS. He also 
notes that people whose samples 
contain HIV also consistently 
contain antibodies against HIV. 
Nitsche contends that no consis¬ 
tent viral genome for HIV or any 
other retrovirus has been proper¬ 
ly identified. Nitsche’s position 
echoes that of several other re¬ 
searchers, notably Dr. Eleni Pa- 
padopulos of Perth, Australia and 
Dr. Stefan Lanka of Germany. 

Since December, the debate 
has continued to generate increas¬ 
ing heat but little light, as neither 
side has budged from their initial 
positions. 

Nitsche’s most recent open let- 


test,” only tests for HIV antibodies 
and genetic material, and present¬ 
ed a long list of factors that can 
lead to false positive HIV antibody 
tests, including recent pregnancy, 
various vaccines, transplants, bac¬ 
terial and viral infections, and a 
wide range of naturally occurring 
antibodies. Maggiore condemned 
the fact that the HIV antibody test 
is used “to tell women not to have 
children and to tell people not to 
have unprotected - or any - sexu¬ 
al relationships.” Although she has 
never taken any anti-HIV drugs, 
Maggiore said she remains healthy 
and has a 21-month-old HIV-neg¬ 
ative son. She concluded, “You 
don’t have to have initials after 
your name to make decisions 
about your health,” before leaving 
to breastfeed her child. Breastfeed¬ 
ing is considered by many experts 
so dangerous to an HIV-negative 
infant that one state, Washington, 
has gone to court to force a moth¬ 
er to switch to formula.

ter, dated June 19, delved into per¬ 
sonal accusations. Nitsche implies 
that Duesberg will not admit that 
HIV does not exist - even though 
he knows better - because, as a 
retrovirologist, Duesberg must 
defend the existence of his object 
of study. Ironically, this is similar 
to the accusations made by many 
AIDS dissidents that mainstream 
researchers, physicians, AIDS ser¬ 
vice providers, pharmaceutical 
companies, and the federal gov¬ 
ernment defend the theory that 
HIV causes AIDS because accept¬ 
ing that it does not would put 
them out of a job. 

Nitsche contends that the de¬ 
nial of the existence of HIV is nec¬ 
essary to lay to rest once and for 
all the idea that HIV is related to 
the “artificial diagnosis” of AIDS. 
In his June 19 letter, Nitsche asks 
Duesberg, “Can you assume re¬ 
sponsibility that [the HIV anti¬ 
body] test gives sentences of death 
everyday and everywhere in the 
world even though it is easy to 
demonstrate that it has nothing at 
all to do with any virus or anti¬ 
bodies against it?” 

For his part, Duesberg appears 
to have grown weary of the de¬ 
bate; his sole reply to Nitsche’s 
multi-page missive was a quote 
from Winston Smith, a character 
is George Orwell’s novel 1984: 
“What can you do against the lu¬ 
natic ... who gives your argu¬ 
ments a fair hearing and then 
simply persists in his lunacy?” T 



Dissidents debate 
Duesberg: Does HIV exist? 
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Dr. David Rasnick, a protease 
inhibitor specialist, said that “after 
24 years of working with protease 
and protease inhibitors ... Iam 
unable to support claims of clini¬ 
cal benefits.” Rasnick noted that 
even the National Institutes of 
Health (NIH), which publishes the 
federal HIV treatment guidelines, 
states that anti-HIV therapy is 
based on “theoretical considera¬ 
tions” and that “no long-term clin¬ 
ical benefit of treatment has yet 
been demonstrated.” Rasnick said 
he was not alone in questioning 
anti-HIV therapy, and presented 
quotes from prominent AIDS re¬ 
searchers Dr. Jay Levy, Dr. Donald 
Abrams, and NIH director Dr. An¬ 
thony Fauci to support his skepti¬ 
cism. A recent study from the Uni¬ 
versity of California at San Fran¬ 
cisco/San Francisco General Hos¬ 
pital showed a treatment failure 
rate as high as 50 percent among 
people using anti-HIV drugs 
under real-world conditions. 

Active activists 

But what of the many people 
with AIDS who attribute their 
new-found health to protease in¬ 
hibitors, and the many reports of 
decreases in AIDS deaths, hospi¬ 
talizations, and rates of oppor¬ 
tunistic infections coinciding with 
the widespread use of combina¬ 
tion antiretroviral therapy? Ac¬ 
cording to Rasnick, death rates 
have decreased largely because of 
the shift in the definition of AIDS. 
Prior to 1992, the definition was 
based on various illness such as 
Pneumocystis carinii pneumonia 
or symptoms such as wasting. In 
1992, the definition was changed 
to include a CD4 T-cell count 
below 200. Naturally, said Ras¬ 
nick, adding so many healthy peo¬ 
ple (that is, people who have HIV 
antibodies but are otherwise not 
sick) to the pool of “people with 
AIDS” caused the death rate to 
drop dramatically. 

As for individual reports of 
Lazarus-like recoveries, Rasnick 
stated that just as there are cases 
of people who have done very well 
on the new drug combinations, 
there are also those who have 
done very poorly on the drugs, 
and those who have done very 
well without drugs. Rasnick as¬ 


serted that drug benefits cannot 
be determined on an individual 
basis, but that only long-term, 
placebo-controlled clinical trials 
can provide definitive proof. Fi¬ 
nally, Rasnick noted that when 
many people say they have “gotten 
better” on anti-HIV therapy, they 
mean that their viral load has de¬ 
creased and their T-cell count has 
increased, not that they feel bet¬ 
ter; in fact, many people felt fine 
before they started taking drugs, 
and the drugs have made them 
feel worse. 

ACT UP/SF’s Michael Belle- 
fountaine concluded the evening’s 
presentation with an overview of 
the politics of AIDS, after proud¬ 
ly listing among his accomplish¬ 
ments the dousing of Dr. Mar¬ 
garet Fischl with red paint at the 
1996 International Conference on 
AIDS in Vancouver, and the over¬ 
turning of tables at Project In- 
form’s 1995 fundraising<*dinner 
featuring Fauci and ACT UP 
founder Larry Kramer. Bellefoun- 
taine said that ACT UP/SF started 
out trying to disprove the AIDS 
dissidents, but were instead con¬ 
vinced by them. To rousing ap¬ 
plause, he asserted that the AIDS 
industry has “subverted” what the 
gay community set up, and that 
the community “must either re¬ 
claim it or dismantle.” He also 
emphasized the need to fight the 
increasingly criminalization of 
people with HIV, including laws 
that make it illegal for people with 
HIV to have sex without disclos¬ 
ing their status, and warned 
against the possibility of directly 
observed therapy (as used in tu¬ 
berculosis treatment) in which 
people are forced to take medica¬ 
tion. According to Bellefountaine, 
“people with HIV who are living 
healthy, vibrant lives should not 
be forced onto toxic therapies.” 

The panel presentation was fol¬ 
lowed by over an hour of ques¬ 
tions from the audience. When 
asked why blood transfusion re¬ 
cipients got AIDS if it was not 
caused by a transmissible virus, 
Rasnick answered that recipients 
of both HIV-positive and HIV¬ 
negative blood had similar high 
rates of illness, and that hemo¬ 
philiacs did not begin dying in 
large numbers in the early 1980s, 


but rather in 1987 when AZT was 
introduced. When asked to com¬ 
ment on the conspiracy theory 
that AIDS was invented by the fed¬ 
eral government to decimate cer¬ 
tain populations, Rasnick wryly 
stated that if HIV was invented for 
such a purpose, “it’s a dud.” When 
asked why doctors would promote 
harmful drugs if they know better, 
Maggiore stated “it’s difficult to 
have a career based on something 
that turns out to be wrong.” 

Dave Pasquarelli, also of ACT 
UP/SF, noted that several groups 
that advocate mainstream views 
about AIDS and HIV treatment - 
including ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
Project Inform, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, and the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health - were asked to participate 
in the forum, but all declined the 
invitation. 

Martin Delaney, the founding 
director of Project Inform, issued 
a written statement claiming that 
“The scientific debate on the rela¬ 
tionship of HIV and AIDS ended 
in the middle 1980s.... No serious 
scientific group has accepted any 
new evidence since then that sug¬ 
gests HIV is not the cause of AIDS. 

“The proposed forum implies 
that these issues are considered 
debatable ... participating would 
be as fruitless as agreeing to de¬ 
bate evolution with a gaggle of 
Christian fundamentalists shout¬ 
ing verses from the Bible.” ▼

VaxGen: Going for gold

A bout a year ago the VaxGen 
Corporation began enroll¬ 
ment of the first phase 3 ef¬ 
ficacy trial of a preventive HIV 
vaccine candidate, called 
AIDS VAX. Time for an update. 

There are two parallel trials - 
one mostly in the U.S., but also 
Canada and Europe - of 5,000 
men who have sex with men and 
400 women at sexual risk. 
This trial has about 60 
sites and has enrolled 
around two-thirds 
(over 3,000) of the 
volunteers needed. In 
San Francisco, enroll¬ 
ment continues at San 
Francisco General Hospital 
and the Department 
of Public Health. If 
you are interested in 
participating, see the 
ACTion UPdate below. The sec¬ 
ond trial is at 17 sites in Bangkok 
with a Thai version of AIDS VAX 
in 2,500 injection drug users. Vax¬ 
Gen hopes to complete enroll¬ 
ment of the domestic trial this 
summer and of the Thai trial by 
sometime next year, with results 
three years from the end of en¬ 
rollment, which means some time 
in 2002. A private interim analy¬ 
sis by their Data and Safety Mon¬ 
itoring Board will occur in the 
second half of 2001. 

The VaxGen products are syn¬ 
thetic copies of proteins from the 
surface of HIV that are incapable 
of causing HIV infection, which 
have demonstrated good safety in 
earlier phase 1 and 2 trials. Their

products are further along in de¬ 
velopment and differ significantly 
from those used in another trial 
that announced phase 2 clinical 
trial results last week (ALVAC ca- 
narypox prime, with SF-2 based 
gpl20 boost). 

The company 

The other VaxGen news is that 
the company recently raised 
money for its research by a public 
offering of its stock, which raised 
in excess of $42 million for the 
company. The offering was well 
received, good news for Vax¬ 
Gen and for other vac- 
cine developers; and its 
^ price has more than 
doubled with heavy 
trading since the initial 
offering. But, as a ven¬ 
ture capitalist we know 
says, “unfortunately 
not many HIV virus¬ 
es follow the stock 
market, and so the 
probability of phase 3 success re¬ 
mains pretty much the same as it 
was a few weeks ago.” 

The future 

So what’s next for VaxGen? 
First, they hope to complete en¬ 
rollment as soon as possible to get 
the clock ticking toward results 
day. Then retention of the volun¬ 
teers over the three years of the 
study will be critical for the valid¬ 
ity of their results. Lately, the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention announced that it will 
provide additional funding to 
some of the U.S. VaxGen sites to 
study social, behavioral, and epi¬ 
demiological aspects of this 
groundbreaking trial. This is to 
learn as much as we can about 
conducting future vaccine effica¬ 
cy trials, which will no doubt be 
necessary. 

VaxGen is also proposing that 
the government fund develop¬ 
ment of another version of their 
vaccine designed specifically for 
Africa, which may be safety tested 
in San Francisco. Having volun¬ 
teers here test the safety of a vac¬ 
cine for the hardest hit part of the 
developing world (sub-Saharan 
Africa) would demonstrate our 
commitment toward internation¬ 
al cooperation between Northern 
and Southern Hemisphere coun¬ 
tries in developing HIV vaccines 
for all. 

Community 

In light of these activities, the 
AIDS Vaccine Advocacy Coalition 
(AVAC) just issued this statement 
calling for individual and com¬ 
munity participation in the HIV 
vaccine research and development 
effort. (The editorial additions in 
parenthesis are my clarifications.) 

“Recent media coverage of the 
government’s AIDS vaccine effort 
has highlighted the AIDS Vaccine 
Advocacy Coalition (AVAC’s) 
reservations about the speed, co¬ 
ordination, and extent of those ef¬ 
forts. AVAC urged the govern¬ 
ment to be bolder in coordinating 


its agencies’ agendas, and to es¬ 
tablish clear interim goals that can 
be tracked for progress. Now 
AVAC issues a similar call to the 
general public and specifically to 
the HIV community asking for 
greater community participation 
in all aspects of AIDS vaccine re¬ 
search and development. 

“This call encompasses be¬ 
coming informed about HIV vac¬ 
cine research, joining trials if eli¬ 
gible and willing, participating in 
Community Advisory Boards, 
working with AIDS prevention 
and treatment groups to incorpo¬ 
rate vaccine awareness, and do¬ 
nating time or money to AIDS 
Vaccine groups or AIDS groups 
that contribute to vaccine re¬ 
search. 

“AVAC wishes to emphasize 
here that it is impossible to devel¬ 
op and approve an HIV vaccine 
without Phase 3 clinical efficacy 
trials in at-risk populations, so we 
strongly support clinical testing of 
vaccine candidates. Phase 1 and 2 
trials for safety and immune re¬ 
sponse, often in lower risk volun¬ 
teers, are necessary prerequisites 
to discovery of a safe and effective 
vaccine, as is continued commu¬ 
nity monitoring of research and 
clinical programs. AVAC supports 
more active community partici¬ 
pation that includes joining open 
trials and joining the community 
advisory boards (CABs) that 
monitor such trials. CABs in par¬ 
ticular must be broadly based and 
strong in order to ensure substan¬ 
tive community input regarding 
the conduct of trials. 

“Currently, VaxGen is the only 
company to have put a candidate 
AIDS vaccine into a Phase 3 trial, 
and it is notable they have accom¬ 
plished this (largely) through pri¬ 
vate investment. AVAC considers 
the efforts of companies like Vax¬ 
Gen to be crucial to the develop¬ 
ment of an AIDS vaccine, and be¬ 
lieves that in addition to govern¬ 
ment research and development 
private industry must become 
much more involved in the re¬ 
search and development effort. 
Clearly, AVAC’s call for increased 
community participation is im¬ 
mediately relevant to the testing 
of VaxGen’s AIDSVAX among 
thousands of volunteers for effec¬ 
tiveness as an AIDS vaccine. 

“Throughout the history of 
AIDS activism one of the key 
principles has been that commu¬ 
nity-based groups like AVAC have 
not used their credibility with the 
people who are qualified to par¬ 
ticipate in trials to recommend 
that they put their bodies on the 
line to participate in trials of ex¬ 
perimental agents. These must be 
individual decisions, guided by as 
much open information, consul¬ 
tation, and discussion as possible. 
This is especially true when deal¬ 
ing with vaccines for healthy peo¬ 
ple who are at risk for acquiring 
HIV infection (outside the clini¬ 
cal trial).

BRIEF SUMMARY 

The following is a brief summary. Before prescribing, please consult full prescribing 
information. 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Panretin® gel is indicated for topical treatment of cutaneous lesions in patients with 
AIDS-related Kaposi’s sarcoma. Panretin® gel is not indicated when systemic anti-KS 
therapy is required (e.g., more than 10 new KS lesions in the prior month, sympto¬ 
matic lymphedema, symptomatic pulmonary KS, or symptomatic visceral involve¬ 
ment). There is no experience to date using Panretin® gel with systemic anti-KS 
treatment. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

Panretin® gel is contraindicated in patients with a known hypersensitivity to retinoids 
or to any of the ingredients of the product. 

WARNINGS 

Pregnancy: Panretin® gel could cause fetal harm if significant absorption were to 
occur in a pregnant woman. 9-c/s-Retinoic acid has been shown to be teratogenic in 
rabbits and mice. An increased incidence of fused sternebrae and limb and craniofa¬ 
cial defects occurred in rabbits given oral doses of 0.5 mg/kg/day (about five times 
the estimated daily human topical dose on a mg/m 2 basis, assuming complete sys¬ 
temic absorption of 9-c/s-retinoic acid, when Panretin® gel is administered as a 60 g 
tube over 1 month in a 60 kg human) during the period of organogenesis. Limb and 
craniofacial defects also occurred in mice given a single oral dose of 50 mg/kg on 
day eleven of gestation (about 127 times the estimated daily human topical dose on 
a mg/m 2 basis). Oral 9-c/s-retinoic acid was also embryocidal, as indicated by early 
resorptions and post-implantation loss when it was given during the period of 
organogenesis to rabbits at doses of 1.5 mg/kg/day (about 15 times the estimated 
daily human topical dose on a mg/m 2 basis) and to rats at doses of 5 mg/kg/day 
(about 25 times the estimated daily human topical dose on a mg/m 2 basis). Animal 
reproduction studies with topical 9-c/s-retinoic acid have not been conducted. It is 
not known whether topical Panretin® gel can modulate endogenous 9-c/s-retinoic acid 
levels in a pregnant woman nor whether systemic exposure is increased by applica¬ 
tion to ulcerated lesions or by duration of treatment. There are no adequate and well- 
controlled studies in pregnant women. If Panretin® gel is used during pregnancy, or if 
the patient becomes pregnant while taking it, the patient should be apprised of the 
potential hazard to the fetus. Women of child-bearing potential should be advised to 
avoid becoming pregnant. 

PRECAUTIONS 

Panretin® gel is indicated for topical treatment of Kaposi’s sarcoma. Patients with 
cutaneous T-cell lymphoma were less tolerant of topical Panretin® gel; five of seven 
patients had 6 episodes of treatment-limiting toxicities—grade 3 dermal irritation— 
with Panretin® gel (0.01% or 0.05%). 

Photosensitivity: Retinoids as a class have been associated with photosensitivity. 
There were no reports of photosensitivity associated with the use of Panretin® gel in 
the clinical studies. Nonetheless, because in vitro data indicate that 9-c/s-retinoic 
acid may have a weak photosensitizing effect, patients should be advised to mini¬ 
mize exposure of treated areas to sunlight and sunlamps during the use of Panretin® 
gel. 

Drug Interactions: Patients who are applying Panretin® gel should not concurrently 
use products that contain DEET (N,N-diethyl-m-toluamide), a common component of 
insect repellent products. Animal toxicology studies showed increased DEET toxicity 
when DEET was included as part of the formulation. 

Although there was no clinical evidence in the vehicle-controlled studies of drug 
interactions with systemic antiretroviral agents, including protease inhibitors, 
macrolide antibiotics, and azole antifungals, the effect of Panretin® gel on the steady- 
state concentrations of these drugs is not known. No drug interaction data are avail¬ 
able on concomitant administration of Panretin® gel and systemic anti-KS agents. 

Drug/Laboratory Test Interactions: No interference with laboratory tests has been 
observed. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Long-term studies in ani¬ 
mals to assess the carcinogenic potential of 9-c/s-retinoic acid have not been con¬ 
ducted. 

9-c/s-Retinoic acid was not mutagenic in vitro (bacterial assays, Chinese hamster 
ovary cell HGPRT mutation assay) and was not clastogenic in vitro (chromosome 
aberration test in human lymphocytes) nor in vivo (mouse micronucleus test). 

Pregnancy Category D (see “Warnings” section) 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether alitretinoin or its metabolites are excreted 
in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human milk and because of the 
potential for adverse reactions from Panretin® gel in nursing infants, mothers should 
discontinue nursing prior to using the drug. 

Pediatric Use: Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients have not been established. 

Geriatric Use: Inadequate information is available to assess safety and efficacy in 
patients age 65 years or older. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The safety of Panretin® gel has been assessed in clinical studies of 385 patients with 


AIDS-related KS. Adverse events associated with the use of Panretin® gel in patients 
with AIDS-related KS occurred almost exclusively at the site of application. The der¬ 
mal toxicity begins as erythema; with continued application of Panretin® gel, erythema 
may increase and edema may develop. Dermal toxicity may become treatment-limit¬ 
ing, with intense erythema, edema, and vesiculation. Usually, however, adverse events 
are mild to moderate in severity; they led to withdrawal from the study in only 7% of 
the patients. Severe local (application site) skin adverse events occurred in about 
10% of patients in the U.S. study (versus 0% in the vehicle control). Table 1 lists the 
adverse events that occurred at the application site with an incidence of at least 5% 
during the double-blind phase in the Panretin® gel-treated group and in the vehicle 
control group in either of the two controlled studies. Adverse events were reported at 
other sites but generally were similar in the two groups.

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Panretin® gel should initially be applied two (2) times a day to cutaneous KS lesions. 
The application frequency can be gradually increased to three (3) or four (4) times a 
day according to individual lesion tolerance. If application site toxicity occurs, the 
application 

frequency can be reduced. Should severe irritation occur, application of drug can be 
temporarily discontinued for a few days until the symptoms subside. 

Sufficient gel should be applied to cover the lesion with a generous coating. The gel 
should be allowed to dry for three to five minutes before covering with clothing. 
Because unaffected skin may become irritated, application of the gel to normal skin 
surrounding the lesions should be avoided. In addition, do not apply the gel on or near 
mucosal surfaces of the body. 

A response of KS lesions may be seen as soon as two weeks after initiation of thera¬ 
py but most patients require longer application. With continued application, further 
benefit may be attained. Some patients have required over 14 weeks to respond. In 
clinical trials, Panretin® gel was applied for up to 96 weeks. Panretin® gel should be 
continued as long as the patient is deriving benefit. 

Occlusive dressings should not be used with Panretin® gel. 

OVERDOSAGE 

There has been no experience with acute overdose of Panretin® gel in humans. 
Systemic toxicity following acute overdosage with topical application of Panretin® gel 
is unlikely because of limited systemic plasma levels observed with normal therapeutic 
doses. There is no specific antidote for overdosage.

level of commitment and uncer¬ 
tainty that will not be right for 
everyone. Each individual must 
carefully consider the risks and 
benefits of volunteering before 
making his or her own informed 
decision to participate.

Our brother and great friend David died peacefully June 13, 1999 at 7:45PM in the comfort of Maitri Hospice. Of all the 
friends we’ve lost, "Puddles" was the most joyous right to the end. As time passed this big bear of a man grew smaller and 
thinner. But his huge heart remained the same. David was all about bigness. His bushy, red beard... His wide open arms... 

He was bom May 30, 1957 in Yakima, Washington to John and Lou Ann Dysart, went to Clover Park High School, became a 
member of the debate team and the Thespian Club. He graduated from the University of Washington in 1980, Cum Laude, and 
Phi Beta Kappa. After college, David immigrated to SF, worked for Bill Graham’s Winterland Productions for a while. It was 
about this time that he swam into the more familiar and colorful pursuits for which he is legendary. By the early ’80s the big man 
was an established public persona at the still-greatly-missed Cauldron.

In fact, David was right at the start of what everyone nowadays 
calls “The Bear Movement.” If you page through the oldest editions of Bear Magazine, you'll see him there grinning out at you. 
In '89 he volunteered to help with the Folsom Street Fair Committee. This became SMILLE, the organization which oversees 
both Folsom Fair and Up Your Alley. Last year's Folsom Fair was dedicated to him. The organization met in his basement for 
many years, while Puddles took on responsibility for rounding up live entertainment at both events. It’s safe to say that a lot of 
local bands got to play those events because of David. And it was his love of rock 'n roll and bikers that led him to the Hole In 
The Wall Saloon, where he spun great, loud tunes every Saturday afternoon to a rowdy and perplexed following. He was proud 
of having traveled extensively throughout North America, Asia, Australia, and Europe. He never lost that passion, touring Brazil 
just last December and Las Vegas only weeks before his final trip to SF General. Puddles was one of the sweetest, wildest 
brothers of The Rainbow Motorcycle Club. His battery-powered blender, always ready to chum out cold margaritas under the 
high trees, and his big laugh rolling around our campfire will be missed. Always. He's survived by his blood relatives including 
his loving mother Lou Ann, his sister Carol, fond nieces, nephews, aunts, and uncles. And there is, of course, David's gay family 
including Jim Nicholas, Dana Porras, Steven "Deb" Smith and his thirty-nine brothers in the Rainbow Motorcycle Club 
throughout San Francisco, Washington, Oregon, Los Angeles, and Arizona. We all miss him. He was a unique man, a great 
humorist, and the only person I've ever met who knew all the words to Toni Basil's "Mickey.” Goodbye Puddles. We know when 
you landed in Heaven you made a VERY BIG GAY SPLASH.

Bobbie left this life in the early morning of July 9. She had been 
dealing valiantly with ovarian cancer for seven months. With her were 
her sister Lin, nephew Philip, and myself, her wife. 

Also present in spirit were her friends and caregivers, Alicia 
Moore, Audrey Casimiri, Mercy Caiman, and Zachary Richard. We 
were assisted by Mount Zion Hospital’s dedicated staff, and especially 
by the stellar team of doctors, Deb Cohan, Jody Steinauer and Linda 
Hopkins. 

Bobbie had lived in the Bay Area since 1979; but she was a bom 
country-woman, growing up on a horse-breeding ranch in northern 
Pennsylvania. After a youth of rural-baby-butch hell-raising and hay¬ 
rolling, she joined the navy during the Vietnam war, and spent three 
years as an ICU nurse at Camp Pendelton.

home health-care service for elderly patients; marrying again and o | 
adopting a daughter, Chelsea (whereabouts now unknown); being a || 
second parent to her nephew Philip; and running a day-care centre. 

Most importantly, she brought joy to all around her, with her mischief, her wit, her flair, and her great generosity. 

Fate altered her life in 1992, when a car crash gave her a stroke, brain damage, and untold physical harm. Unable 
to practice medicine, and after two years of rehabilitation, she re-entered the world with her engaging attitude intact. 
It was January 15, 1995 when I met her; and it was mutual love at first sight. From that day foreward, we were a 
couple, and soon, in our hearts, we were husband and wife. 

Bobbie matured into what she had always aspired to be: a gendeman bulldyke (her word). She was an “old 
school butch”, with a sharp wardrobe (male), a short-back-and-sides haircut, and a craggy, handsome face that turned 
the head of every femme in town. 

Because of her disabilities, she had trouble finding a new profession. But she became a licensed electrologist, for 
two years running TLC Electrology more like a dermatology practice than a cosmetic shop. Discovering her aptitude 
for computer technology, she enrolled at Heald College at age fifty. She received 4.0 scores in her first two semesters, 
before the cancer struck. Plans are now in the works for an annual Dr. Bobbie Bentley Scholarship for older women 
entering the computer field. 

In 1995-96, she was “Mr. ETVC”, and immediately set out to use her position as a bridge between the transgender 
and the gay/lesbian communities. She was a suave and charming figure in her tuxedo. (In her younger days, she had 
so hypnotised women with her piercing gaze and soft voice, that she was nick-named “the snake charmer”.) 

She kept me charmed through our foreshortened time together. “We’re a team” was our motto. I tried to give her 
all the love and tenderness her brave soul required, when a harsh world had no mercy for a disabled bulldyke. Her 
expressions of love for me were often extravagant, highly varied, and achingly sweet. 

She faced her illness with typical resolve. She planned to return to school, and energetically built computers for 
friends, while also maintaining our apartment building. When chemo took her beautiful grey hair, she adopted a cap 
that read “Bad Hair Day”. As she grew weaker, and more pain-wracked, I often cradled her head in my hands and 
looked at that favourite face, and those blazing blue eyes. We both grew to cherish just being in our home together. 

In her last months, she worked hard to live even more intentionally than before. She died fearlessly and with 
dignity. In all of the long last nights, I sat beside her bed, and we held hands. Every once in a while, she squeezed my 
hand. We went every step of the way together. 

Bobbie was a gift given to me, to foster and nurture, in her difficult last years. I was privileged to give her 
everything I could. She was “My Bobbie”, and I am proud that she let me love her, as she had never done before with 
anyone. We went out on a high note. 

She is survived by her afore-mentioned family and friends, as well as her neice, Koreen Kipferl in Pennsylvania; 
and our family of “The Kids” who all miss their Daddy terribly. 

A memorial will be held at The Metropolitan Community Church at 1508 Church Street in San Francisco (not 
the Eureka St. church), at 7:30 pm on Monday, August 2. Anyone who was touched by Bobbie is encouraged to 
come for this celebration of a unique spirit. (Donations to the church in lieu of flowers, please.)

values, water polo is not the most 
audience-friendly of sports. 

But for tournament purposes, 
it’s very much an intra-team 
thing. “Gay and lesbian competi¬ 
tion makes it more about being 
here or do you really wanna do 
your best,” said Woodard. “It’s a 
lot about fellowship - wait, that’s 
gender-wrong, since we have 
women who play.” 

The point is, it’s a very friendly 
environment out of competition. 
And despite all the shouting, those 
cute caps are porous. “They’re to 
keep your ears from getting ripped 
off.” That, fortunately, is not al¬ 
lowed. What else isn’t? 

“If your Speedo gets ripped 


off, usually the ref catches it,” 
Woodard half-joked. “Usually 
they can figure out if something’s 
been done. You expect a certain 
level of it.” If two people are head¬ 
ed towards the ball, collisions are 
inevitable in this “more macho of 
aquatic sports.” 

Cramps are common, too. 
Several players were sidelined at 
times. Accordingly, team ranks 
must be larger to accommodate 
frequent replacements. 

Woodard ventured that rugby 
players who “think they give more 
blood” should imagine doing it in 
10 feet of water, without touching 
the floor. “Water polo is harder 
than swimming,” he said. “You’re 
sprinting for an hour. It’s harder 
than rugby or soccer, since you 
have to keep yourself afloat.” 

And free of Speedo yankers 
and other wet altercations. One 
exhausted sidelined player, mid¬ 


coaching session, was overheard 
to say, “Kick ’em in the balls if you 
have to.” 

Perhaps it’s a good thing they 
check toenails, too. 

Orcan opener 

Queer water polo is no new 
thing. “We’ve been around for 10 
years,” said Marvel Shoen of the 
Seattle Otters, who has personally 
played longer than that. What 
began in 1992 for IGLA’s meet in 
Seattle, when they recruited some 
of the Orca Swim Team men, be¬ 
came one of few mixed teams in 
the league. 

Shoen finds it “fascinating as a 
gay woman to be around men. I 
love it that guys bring out some¬ 
thing in me that’s more competi¬ 
tive and aggressive.” 

She also admitted a Sapphic 


edge. “When women play against 
each other, they play dirtier. 
There’s more suit-pulling.” (De¬ 
spite her theory, the IGLA 
women’s exhibition match 
seemed quite cordial, at least from 
above see-level). 

While men, she said, have 
“more muscle mass, so they push 
us around, we have to be more ag¬ 
gressive. We take care of any prob¬ 
lem in the water.” 

In January 2000 Seattle will 
host the third annual 
Otters/Orcas-hosted lesbian and 
gay swim event. Sydney 2002 is in 
the team’s plans, but Shoen cited 
it as “a little far ahead. We have 
about a year and half solid time 
playing together. We’re the only 
team that practices year-round.” 

She also mentioned a high 
turnover of recreational players 
whose personal lives prevent 
complete dedication. Thrice 


weekly training involves drills for 
45 minutes, then a near-hour of 
scrimmaging. 

What goes on underwater? “It’s 
no easier on women,” Shoen said. 

What doesn’t get called? 

“Whatever the ref doesn’t see!”

Ted Caplan and Sam Brown of 
Seattle enjoy having won 11-4 
seasons. They were the defending 
champions, and were 3-3 going 
into the championship game with 
WH 2 0 (WH 2 0 won). 

One of the largest amateur 
teams, and one of few co-gender 
teams, they are not strictly gay 
and lesbian. Does Seattle’s group 
make for a different environment? 

“Better,” according to Caplan. 
“Rather than an all-gay team, 
since once you’re in the water, it’s 
still a rough sport.” 

Add catty verbiage just as 
rough when delivered wet, and 
you’ve got quite a workout. Most 
of the dives, fouls, and general 
tomfoolery occur below the 
water’s surface. 

It’s up to quick refs to keep an 
eye on what appears to be going on. 

So, why aren’t more underwa¬ 
ter cameras used? “They’d proba¬ 
bly ban the sport,” Brown said 
with a laugh. 

“As rough as you are, the other 
guy’s gonna be just as rough,” Ca¬ 
plan said, comparing water polo 
to soccer, basketball, or hockey. 
But don’t be put off by the un¬ 
necessary aquatic roughness. For 
rookies, it’s “a simple sport easy to 
pick up the basics,” which might 
include underwater pugilism 101. 

Caplan stresses that the scrim¬ 
mages are much less aggressive. “A 
lot of people come out who’ve 
never played before. They have 
fun.” 

And with a coed team that in¬ 
cludes five women, do they rough 
it up as much as the guys? 

“More.” 

“The women get away with 
more.” 

“Definitely.” ▼

Dina Martina at Josie’s Cabaret 

by Richard Dodds 

ina Martina is incomparable in the most literal sense of the word. 

/: The Seattle performers show at Josie’s Cabaret can look like drag, 
Si 'satire, and travesty, but it is really of its own schizo world, a world 
that can be a little creepy as well as a lot of laughs. 

What we are ostensibly seeing is Dina Martina’s nightclub act, but we 
— the audience —• may merely be the figment of a disturbed mind. Her 
stories have the stream-of-consciousness eccentricity of a restless dream 
(an ogre is walking down the street and meets Sandy Duncan) while her 
pathetic attempt at .song becomes a jumble of lyrics (a few lines from the 
Beverly Hillbillies theme song find their way into “In the Ghetto”). When 
her daughter, a doll puppet, frets about the large goiter on her neck, Dina 
Martina reassures her that it is merely a nest of spider eggs. 

Dina Martina is the creation of Grady West, who has become an under¬ 
ground institution in Seattle with this malapropism-prone, lipstick-slathered, 
fright-wigged chanteuse in a neck brace and a stretchy pantsuit several sizes 
too small. (“The stage adds 60 or 70 pounds,” Dina reassures the audience.) 
Her patter has the affectation of a wannabe grande dame who may have been 
a spinster grade-school teacher before her neurons started misfiring. 

Dina Martina’s singing is so bad it’s funny, but she wisely favors talk 
over song. She offers fashion tips (“Black pumps are for the cold and flu

F inally, a Trick that’s indeed a treat. Yes, Jim 
Fall, who directed the New York stage pro¬ 
ductions of Blood Orgy of the Carnival 
Queens! and Cute Boys in their Underwear 
Go to France, has hit pay dirt with his celluloid 
debut. 

Trick is a light comedy about cute Gabriel 
(Christian Campbell, Neve’s brother), an aspiring 
musical theater writer who’s trying to achieve suc¬ 
cess “in a genre that’s been dying a slow death ever 
since Gypsy” His sex life hasn’t been easy going, ei¬ 
ther.

' ^'ou may or may not have 
guessed by now, but our 
whole editorial strategy is 
based on the dictum: Strive for 
the internal rhyme. This week, we 
think we have surpassed ourselves 
in presenting film critter Gary 
Morris on The Velocity of Gary. 
Other papers may have other 
Morrises in the film slot, but we 
have the Gary. Or, as the veloci- 
tous one himself says, “Whoosh!” 

We’ve been thinking about 
film critics lately, since the biggest 
fiasco of the year in publicity was 
the one and only press screening 
of the most anticipated movie of 
the summer, Stanley Kubrick’s 
final film, Eyes Wide Shut, last 
week at the Metreon megalith. An 
hour into the movie, the screen 
suddenly went black, and a Me¬ 
treon flunky announced, “We 
need to evacuate the building! 
Please leave!” 

A theatre full of just about 
every media person in town saun¬ 
tered down the aisles — journal¬ 
ists do not move quickly, even 
during a fire alarm — and out 
into Yerba Buena Gardens, grum¬ 
bling all the way. (The film 
opened two days later, so the crit¬ 
ics for the dailies were on a tight 
deadline to begin with.) Then 
they were told it was just a false 
alarm, and they could return to 
their seats. 

But they had missed a few pre¬ 
cious minutes — just before the 
climactic orgy scene, in fact — 
and the film could not be re¬ 
wound. The stressful situation 
brought out everyone’s true col¬ 
ors: scribes were bitching and 
moaning like prima donnas, one

I ow that instant replays of

Luna Sea Women's Performance Project

he happy news is that dyke 
drama in this case refers not 
to the end of a lesbian rela¬ 
tionship, but rather to a festival of 
plays by lesbian playwrights at 
Luna Sea Women’s Performance 
Project. Executive Director Clau¬ 
dia Vierra Allen (who also directs 
some of the pieces) told me that 
the idea for the festival grew out 
of plans to produce a full-length 
lesbian play. 

“We sent out a call for plays in 
a few venues like Lesbian Connec¬ 
tion and Lesbian News, and we got 
60 plays in just under six weeks.” 
That’s pretty amazing, consider¬ 
ing the number of local venues 
that insist that they don’t produce 
lesbian plays because there aren’t 
any being written. “We now have a 
file of lesbian playwrights who 
write full-length plays as well, and 
we hope to produce three next 
year. The playwrights for the festi¬ 
val cover a wide range of ages, 
from 20-60; some are local, others 
from all over the country. Some of 
the playwrights are 
coming in to see the fes¬ 
tival — at their own ex¬ 
pense, because we don’t 
have the budget to bring 
them in. They’ll all be 
here different nights, so 
just about any night 
that people come there 
will be a different 
visiting play¬ 
wright in atten¬ 
dance.” The festi¬ 
val runs over 4 weekends, July 23 
through August 14, with six plays 
each night. 

The range in subject matter 
and style is also remarkable. In 
How to Fix Your Ford by Valeria 
Weber, Thelma and Louise meet 
the Coal Miner’s Daughter when 
two dykes leave their small town 
for the big town of Dollywood, 
robbing God-fearing people along 
the way.

friend warned me to bring a 
sweater and jacket, but

cold does it get at Cal Shake¬ 
speare? On this particular night, 
my first visit to the outdoor 
Shakespeare festival nesded in the 
handsome Orinda hills, sugges¬ 
tions of summer actually lasted 
past sundown. The mounds of 
woolens hauled in by festival vet¬ 
erans remained stowed. 

If the weather provided an 
atypical introduction to the 26- 
year-old summer program, its 
production of The Merchant of 
Venice apparently is par for the 
course. This is standard-issue 
Shakespeare, which is to say the 
play hasn’t been stripped down, 
goosed up, or tricked out. There’s 
nothing wrong with that, and in 
fact it’s become something of a 
rarity, but this generally compe¬ 
tent production lacks the high 
polish or fresh insights that could 
make it more than a fitfully en¬ 
grossing way to spend three hours. 

Time has created special chal¬ 
lenges with The Merchant of 
Venice, lending it a complexity 
that has wound up undermining 
much of the fey comedy that’s re¬ 
ally at the heart of the play. It is, 
of course, the Shylock problem.

'Christmas 
on Mars'

T he claustrophobic basement 
of a Berkeley pizza parlor 
provides the suitable venue 
for Christmas on Mars, a play that 
takes place not on another planet 
but within the tortured psyches of 
its four characters. The Shotgun 
Players, while its home space is 
under renovation, has returned to 
La Val’s Subterranean to stage 
Harry Kondoleon’s intriguing if 
uneven quirky comedy. 

Like Christopher Durang, a fel¬ 
low product of the Yale School of 
Drama, Kondoleon employs an 
absurdist style to examine the mu¬ 
tual torture that family often in¬ 
flicts in a convoluted world. Both 
Durang and Kondoleon were be¬ 
ginning to make their marks in the 
early ’80s, when Christmas on 
Mars opened in New York and 
Kondoleon won an Obie Award 
for most promising playwright. A 
decade later, after writing 17 plays 
and two novels, Kondoleon would 
be dead of AIDS at age 39. 

But unlike Durang, who sel¬ 
dom strays from a jokey tone, 
Kondoleon can grow pensive as 
the mysteries of an uncaring uni¬ 
verse are mulled. And unlike Du¬ 
rang, he can grow specifically ob¬ 
vious. “I’m a tragic character,” says 
a desperately unhappy gay flight 
attendant, “and the tragedy of it is 
that I have to go on living.” Much 
more nimbly evocative is another 
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tic hero and heroine who are so 
steeped in anti-Semitism? It was¬ 
n’t a problem for Shakespeare’s 
audiences, few if any who had ever 
laid eyes on a Jew. King Edward I 
had expelled the Jews from Eng¬ 
land in 1290, and they wouldn’t 
begin to return until years after 
Shakespeare’s death. For Shake¬ 
speare and his audiences, Shylock, 
the Jewish moneylender, was a 
mythic heathen villain who could 
be abused for sport. And yet 
Shakespeare, being Shakespeare, 
gave Shylock a speech that put his 
embittered countenance into con¬ 
text. “If you prick us, do we not 
bleed?” asks Shylock, though his 
humanistic pleas have no effect on 
his tormentors. 

It was the great English actor 
Edmund Kean who, in 1814, 
helped forever- change Shylock 
from a stock villain to a proud 
and plausibly resentful character. 
As Shylock at Cal Shakes, Joe Vin¬ 
cent creates a dark and intense fig¬ 
ure rooted in reality. It makes 


more tragic the need for 
vengeance that runs and eventu¬ 
ally ruins his life. 

Director Kenneth Kelleher’s 
production reaches its zenith in 
the famous “pound of flesh” trial 
scene when Shylock comes dis¬ 
turbingly close to sanctioned 
murder. The actors are also at 
their sharpest here, helping to cre¬ 
ate a heated suspense. The pro¬ 
duction also shows spark in the 
imaginatively staged courtship 
scenes, with Maceo Oliver as the 
ridiculously swashbuckling Prince 
of Morocco and Benjamin Stew¬ 
art as a comically doddering 
Prince of Arragon competing for 
the rich and desirable Portia’s 
hand in marriage. 

Allison Marich is properly ap¬ 
pealing as Portia, and Joseph 
Haugen has a brooding elan as 
her main suitor, Bassanio, whose 
need for money leads him to Shy¬ 
lock. As Antonio, Bassanio’s best 
friend, Stephen Klum stresses the 
virulence of his character’s anti- 


Semitism. But not all of the per¬ 
formers are ready for prime time, 
and this becomes particularly tax¬ 
ing in some of the more peripher¬ 
al scenes. 

Providing occasional distrac¬ 
tions are the men’s costumes cred¬ 
ited to Ariel that, from the waist 
down, can look like velveteen bike 
shorts. But it’s the bulbous cod¬ 


pieces that really catch the eye, or 
maybe they’re just happy to see 
Portia. V

'The Velocity of Gar/ has an authentically bisexual worldview

irector Dan Ireland made 
an impressive debut a cou- 
/ - pie of years ago with The 
Whole Wide World, a sleeper 
about the 1930s pulp writer 
Robert E. Howard, who killed 
himself when his mother died. 
The film suffered the same fate as 
Mrs. Howard and her boy, at least 
at the box office, and Ireland’s 
new film, The Velocity of Gary, 
may end up the same way. With 
its apparently modest budget, 
middling-popular stars like Vin¬ 
cent D’Onofrio, and a storyline 
focused intently on male bisexu¬ 
ality, the film may not break out 
of the rep house circuit. Ireland’s 
vigorous portrayal of those pesky 
details of the bi lifestyle — in¬ 
cluding extended, close-up male- 
male tongue-swapping by 
straight-identified stars — will 


undoubtedly send whole demo¬ 
graphics stampeding for the exits. 
For more open-minded viewers, 
The Velocity of Gary has much to 
recommend it, in spite of an un¬ 
fortunate air of staginess that can 
be traced to its origins as a solo 
theater piece. 

In a touch reminiscent of Boo¬ 
gie Nights (though set in present- 
day New York, not disco-era Hol¬ 
lywood), the film centers on a 
porn star. Valentino (Vincent 
D’Onofrio) is a charismatic stud 
whose success, we’re told, comes 
from being “hung like a stallion” 
and his ability to “stay hard for 
hours.” This lusty hunk is the ob¬ 
ject d’amour of both Mary Car¬ 
men (Salma Hayek), a tough wait¬ 
ress, and laconic blonde babe 
Gary (Thomas Jane), a drifter- 
hustler who settles into the parts 
of Valentino’s arms not already 
occupied by Mary Carmen. The 
three of them bicker and make up, 


terrorize the more upright citi¬ 
zens around them, and make out 
whenever and wherever the mood 
strikes. The mood is bittersweet, 
as if they’re all too aware that the 
insular world they’ve created out 
of their own powerful needs must 
soon end. 

Marginalia 

Unlike in Boogie Nights, we 
don’t see much of the porn demi¬ 
monde per se; this is really a char¬ 
acter study of three “beautiful 
losers” who live on the margins. 
The margins let them eke out an 
existence — Mary Carmen work¬ 
ing in greasy spoons, Gary as a re¬ 
luctant phone-sex operator, 
Valentino in movies like Sinderel- 
la, in which he wears a cheap little 
crown (“the King of Porn”). But 
even on the margins, they’re 
threatened by poverty, shifting al¬ 
liances, and finally, AIDS, which 
forces them to rethink their rela¬ 
tionships and strike new alliances. 
Adding spice to their scene is a 
miscellany of colorful characters, 
among them the now-standard 
Greek chorus of black tranny 
whores who comment on every 
little thing; a sexy tattoo artist 
(Ethan Hawke) who wants to “de-

flower” Gary with his first tattoo; 
and a deaf drag queen named Kid 
Joey (Chad Lindberg), who dress¬ 
es like a cowgirl and does bad lip- 
synchs of Patsy Cline. 

One of the attractions of the 
film is the acting. D’Onofrio, who 
played Robert E. Howard in The 
Whole Wide World, is typically in¬ 
tense and seductive as the in¬ 
creasingly world-weary stud. 
Why D’Onofrio isn’t a more 
major star is a mystery; perhaps 
it’s because he has enough in¬ 
tegrity to do small, controversial 
roles like this. Or maybe it’s more 
specific — his willingness, unlike 
more macho stars like Will Smith, 
to kiss a man when the script calls 
for it. The much-maligned Salma 
Hayek also registers strongly as 
Mary Carmen; she skirts without 
succumbing to the stereotyped 
“hot Latin” babe who, Ricky Ri¬ 
cardo-like, lapses into breathless 
Spanish when she’s pissed off. She 
pulls off even questionable scenes 
like the one where she confronts a 
beloved crossing-guard whom 
she knew as a kid but who doesn’t 
remember her. This could have 
been a maudlin sequence, but 
Hayek keeps it poignant and 
credible. Chad Lindberg is also 
genuinely touching as the deaf 
drag queen, another example of 
director Ireland’s skill with ac¬ 
tors. 


That skill doesn’t extend to all 
the actors — Thomas Jane’s Gary 
is fetching but flavorless — nor, 
ultimately, to the film’s ability to 
transcend its stage origins. Ireland 
frequently shifts the time or lo¬ 
cale, and inserts dreams, memo¬ 
ries, and fantasy sequences into 
the narrative that wouldn’t be 
possible in a play. Still, the stagi¬ 
ness shines through in dialogue 
that sometimes sounds too “prob¬ 
lem drama” for these “regular” 
characters. There’s also those dra¬ 
matic, none-too-believable en¬ 
trances and exits of the kind fa¬ 
miliar on Broadway but less ap¬ 
propriate for a movie. Sometimes, 
too, the characters misstep. Can 
we really believe that the humor¬ 
less, upstanding Gary, who makes 
such a fuss about not wanting a 
tattoo, would dress up in gaudy 
drag (as a Supreme, no less!) for a 
street party? 

The Velocity of Gary wins points 
for mood, for some fine acting, 
and for its authentically bisexual 
worldview. Valentino’s all-encom¬ 
passing passions are beautifully 
conveyed, and it doesn’t hurt that 
the film is careful to give equal 
time and passion to his love for 
both Mary Carmen and Gary. ▼

Kore-eda Hirokazu's 'After Life'

I magine that you’ve just died 

and, after shedding that mortal 

II coil, find yourself in a place 
you’ve never been before. Let’s call 
it limbo. Sitting in front of you is a 
kindly person who instructs you to 
select the one moment from your 
entire life that is so special you 
could live with the memory of it 
forever. Thus begins Kore-eda Hi- 
rokazu’s enchanting and contem¬ 
plative new film, After Life. A med¬ 
itation on memory and meta¬ 
physics, this subtle film from Japan, 
recently seen and much discussed 
at the San Francisco International 
Film Festival, should appeal to any¬ 
one looking for an antidote to 
summer blockbusters. The film 
doesn’t move fast, and there are 
neither guns nor sex, but its images 
and characters are sustaining. 

After Life begins in a dark, dor¬ 
mitory-like building in an un¬ 
specified location. Twenty-two 
souls, newly deceased, enter, and 
learn from a quartet of over¬ 
worked attendees not just that 
they are dead but that their order¬ 
ly procession into eternity hangs 
on their ability to pick a memory 
worthy of eternity. They also learn 
that after selecting their memo¬ 
ries, each will be assigned to a staff 
filmmaker whose job is to reenact 
each memory and film it for pos¬ 
terity. The staffers stress the ur¬ 
gency of the task at hand: they 
have only seven days to process 22 
souls, their memories and films, 
before a new batch of dead ar¬ 
rives, so there’s no wasting time. 
Those who select and film their 
memories are allowed to move 
on, presumably to a more hos¬ 
pitable domain. Those who can’t 
choose a memory, or refuse for 
philosophical reasons, must stay 
behind and become staffers at this 
ghostly way-station. 

Memory is a recurring theme 
in Hirokazu’s films. His 1994 doc¬ 
umentary August With Him re¬ 
flected on the fading memory of

Hirata Yutaka, the first man in 
Japan to come out as HIV-posi¬ 
tive. Hirokazu’s 1996 documen¬ 
tary Without Memory examines 
the life of a man who, because of a 
surgeon’s error, remembers only 
his life before 1992, but nothing 
after. His most acclaimed film, 
Maborosi, concerns a woman who 
can’t stop thinking about her hus¬ 
band’s happiness before he threw 
himself in front of a speeding 
train. In After Life, Hirokazu shifts 
memory from background to 
foreground, making it the subject 
of the film itself. Dangerously an¬ 
alytical as this is, the film has view¬ 
ers considering the definable and 
universal features of this invisible 
but uniquely human quality. 

The real world 

To prepare for After Life, Hi¬ 
rokazu taped 500 interviews with 
non-actors who agreed to reveal 
on camera their most cherished 
memories. That number was 
eventually whittled down to two 
dozen, who share the screen with 
a handful of real actors. Hearing 
these testimonials is fascinating, 



not just because the recollections 
are real, but because each one un¬ 
derscores how essential memory 
is to establishing a sense of 
human identity. No one remem¬ 
bers the same things in life, but 
everyone remembers something 
that speaks to his own life rhythm: 
a pilot who was killed when his 
small plane crashed recalls the 
thrill of Hying into cloudbanks. 
An older man reflects on an act of 
kindness showed him by Ameri¬ 
can soldiers in the South Pacific 
during World War II. A woman 
muses on her childhood love of 
dancing. A young girl holds forth 
on the superior quality of the 
pancakes at Disneyland. 

What slowly emerges from 
these remembrances is an aware¬ 
ness that the act of recalling is also 
largely an act of creation. The as¬ 
sembled memorists attempt to re¬ 
call details of the past, and in fail¬ 
ing to do so, exaggerate what they 
do remember, or embroider 
around the missing parts. Truth 
isn’t necessarily stranger than fic¬ 
tion, it’s just a lot more rare. 

Thankfully, After Life is more 
than a deconstruction of retro¬ 
spection. It is also a story about re¬ 
demption and coming to grips 
with the past. At the center of After 
Life is Watanabe (Naiato Take- 
toshi), a taciturn 70-year-old man 
who thinks his life so dull that a 
single distinguishing moment 
eludes him. Watanabe’s “case” is 
assigned to 20-year-old Mochizu- 
ki (Arata), who jogs Watanabe’s 
memory with the aid of limbo’s 
Celestial Surveillance Tapes, a 
comprehensive collection of 
videos on every person who has 
ever lived. In the process of fast- 
forwarding and rewinding 
through the 70 tapes showing his 
entire life, Watanabe locates the 
one moment he wishes to remem¬ 
ber: a conversation shared with his 
wife, Kyoko, before she died. 

But Watanabe’s realization has 
strange consequences for 
Mochizuki. When he sees Kyoko’s 
face on video he realizes that he, 
too, once loved Kyoko. Two con¬ 
clusions emerge: first, that 
Mochizuki isn’t 20 years old, he’s 
actually Watanabe’s age, having 
been killed in battle at 20; and sec¬ 
ond, he’s been in limbo for 50 
years because his past is too un¬ 
bearable to recall. The film’s most 
endearing scene shows Mochizu- 
ki’s assistant, a young woman who 
has fallen in love with him, trawl¬ 
ing through Kyoko’s memory 
tapes to find her most cherished 
memory — a silent moment

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Postmodern grab bag 

'Flow, Queer Stories from the Edge'

; e warned when an art work 
\ calls itself “postmodern.” 
W Ask yourself if it borrows 
too much, or if it even attempts to 
convey a cohesive message. Maybe 
it’s simply a student exercise mas¬ 
querading its shallowness as art 
under the chic, intellectual¬ 
sounding euphemism of “post¬ 
modern.” 

Flow, Queer Stories from the 
Edge, described by its distributor as 
“a postmodern film by Quentin 
Lee,” is a collection of five shorts 
that deal with the gay Asian expe¬ 
rience. Made as five separate film 
projects during Lee’s first and sec¬ 
ond years at UCLA, the film’s 
“postmodernness” lies in its not- 
always cohesive grouping of five 
different stories. It starts out 
promisingly with the first short, 
slumps into a hopeless muddle 
during the middle three, and then 
comes back with the most forceful, 
moving short of the whole film. 

The film starts provocatively 
with “O,” a potent sci-fi history of 
AIDS from the future’s point of 
view. As imagined with gleeful ir¬ 
reverence by Lee, by the time of 
year 2030, the AIDS virus has be¬ 
come transmittable by touching 
and then by speaking through the 
air. Human beings who are not yet 
infected with the virus must wear 
huge gas masks — resembling 
condoms, of course — to protect 
themselves. As instigating as it’s 
entertaining, “O” is Lee’s ambi¬ 
tious reimagining of AIDS as a 
metaphor, in the vein of Susan 
Sontag, rather than as a physical 
virus. Nevertheless, Lee lacks Son- 
tag’s intellectual sharpness, need¬ 
ed to wrap a cogent argument 
around this metaphor. In a seg¬ 
ment where iconic images 
abound — lips, semen, condoms, 
masks — what might have been a 
powerful film essay misses its op¬ 
portunity as its author runs 
through a montage without mak¬ 
ing too much sense of it. 

The next three shorts in Flow 
must have created heaven for pub¬ 
licists eager to write naughty, over- 
the-top copy. “Hysterio Passio” is 
billed as a “postmodern mon¬ 
tage/slasher flick with a knife- 
wielding drag queen.” “Matricide” 
is touted as “an impressionistic 
film-noir about a young man who 
kills his mother on Christmas 
Day.” “Key in the Heart” is de¬ 
scribed as “a queer vampire tale 
crossing surrealism and expres¬ 
sionism.” But what exactly do all 
these mean? Translation: you 
won’t notice where one segment 
ends and the next one begins, as 
actors with cheesy blond wigs and 
bloodstained faces zombie-walk 
through this troika of a mess. 

Wrap up 

Take a nap through the middle 
three shorts, and when you wake, 
you will be ready for a treat. “Fall

1990” is a funny yet poignant boy- 
meet-boy fable that wraps sexual, 
racial, gender and cultural politics 
into its characters’ trials and 
tribulations. 

Jimmy is a young gay Asian 
who is a “potato queen” — some¬ 
one who only dates Caucasians. 
Jimmy rooms with Voon, a het¬ 
erosexual Asian male who fre¬ 
quently brings his girlfriend to 
sleep over in their dorm room. 
After being jilted by his girlfriend, 
the supposedly heterosexual Voon 
starts to discover his attraction to¬ 
ward Jimmy. Forming the third leg 
of the triangle is Jimmy’s older 
Caucasian lover Byron, whose 
abusive behavior towards Jimmy 
causes him a near fistfight with 
Voon in a nightclub run-in. In one 
hilarious moment, Voon’s freaked- 
out sister hysterically accuses 
Jimmy of “influencing” Voon into 
turning gay. As the wacky inter- 
cultural/racial triangle rages on, 
Jimmy finds himself in bizarre ter¬ 
ritory in terms of self-discovery. 

For a movie whose acting 
switches back and forth between 
woodenness and drag-queen 
overacting, “Fall 1990” manages 
to overcome this fatal flaw by the 
sheer force of its narrative integri¬ 
ty. A fine example of indie film¬ 
making, this dark, funny satire 
pulls no punches in portraying 
the predicament of its characters. 
Tackling a ghetto story that has 
rarely been examined in the 
mainstream media, Lee manages 
to work with an ultra-sensitive 
subject without resorting to 
melodrama, derogatory comedy 
or political militarism. In his 
hands, this is simply a human 
drama, regardless of its peculiar 
social setting; Lee wisely and suc¬ 
cessfully avoids the pitfall of turn¬ 
ing the story into a political state¬ 
ment or an exotic tour into the 
underworld. 

While his shoestring budget 
undercuts Lee’s attempts at the 
genres.of his middle three stories, 
this financial constraint actually

spent with young Mochizuki be¬ 
fore he was killed in battle. Learn¬ 
ing that his own life was cherished 
by Kyoko makes it possible for 
him to sift through his own 
painful past to locate a moment 
that made life worth living, film it, 
and move on. 

Comparisons to Ernst Lu- 
bitsch’s chipper Heaven Can Wait 


are inevitable, but in spirit, style, 
tone and allegorical bent, After 
Life is more akin to the works of 
Mizoguchi, Ozu, and other poker- 
faced masters of Japanese cinema. 
Though perhaps too clinical for 
its own good, and requiring one 
too many leaps of faith to wholly 
convince, After Life is nevertheless 
fresh and inspired filmmaking. T

1 |i I hen I started high school, 
my mother urged me to 
go out for wrestling. She 
said it would develop my shoul¬ 
ders, and didn’t mention her hope 
that it might also make a man of 
me. But since I was a fag long be¬ 
fore I knew what a fag was, even 
the thought of holding onto the 
other boys was too arousing to let 
me participate in the sport. 

Instead, I took up masturba¬ 
tion. Although it didn’t affect my 
shoulders at all, at 13 I felt it made 
a man of me. What I really wanted 
to do, of course, was to masturbate 
while watching the guys wrestle. 

Which I can do now, along 
with the wrestlers themselves, in a 
series of new videos from BG En¬ 
terprises which make wrestling a 
sex-filled prelude to hardcore 
play. 

Each BG video presents two 
matches which culminate in the 
loser getting fucked. The two 
videos I watched not only made 
me a fan, but alerted me to the 
alarming disparity of content 
available in the company’s prod¬ 
uct. The first tape I saw was High 
Stakes Wrestling 3 & 4, and it’s ex¬ 
cellent, with an arousing amount 
of the homo-eroticism inherent in 
vigorous wrestling, leading with 
unforced inevitability to satisfying 
sex. The second title I watched was 
Fantasy Fights 5 & 6, which is a 
fraud in its clumsily staged, fake 
wrestling, and a disappointment 
in its shallow sex play. 

The first bout of High Stakes 
Wrestling 3 & 4 features porn star 
Brad Michaels pitted against a 
former Mr. Universe, the French¬ 
man Brandon Reefret; in the sec¬ 
ond match, Michaels is back, with 
pornstar Rip Stone as his oppo¬ 
nent. Reefret is the real thing, a 
title-holding bodybuilder who 



knows how to wrestle, and a 
manlover who knows how to 
make out. His highly cut and vas¬ 
cular body is thrilling, and com¬ 
plemented by Michael’s more 
Rubenesque muscularity. Their 
video bout is extremely beautiful; 
its display of straining muscle and 
bulging basket gave me real rea¬ 
son to beat off. 

The pair’s wrestling is a unique 
form of foreplay — never going 
too far, but always going further, 
upping the sexual stakes slowly 
but relentlessly. It’s a horny ten 
minutes before the steamy sexual 
quotient of their earnest wrestling 
becomes overt, with a handful of 
genitals as effective a hold as a half 
nelson. Soon comes the peeling of 
briefs, revealing the bulging rose¬ 
bud of Reefret’s ass — he’s defi¬ 
nitely an outie. His balls are fresh¬ 
ly shaven, his groin as taut with 
muscle as the rest of his amazing 
body. Soon, engorged cocks are 
being ground against rock hard 
muscle, and buttocks are landing 
on faces. Then, with a deep kiss, 
Reefret yields totally. And he’s as 
passionate a kisser, as serious a 
cocksucker, as he was a brutal 
wrestler. Next thing you know, 
he’s sitting on Michael’s cock, rid¬ 
ing it hungrily as he beats off, a 


rock solid mountain of impaled 
man-love. 

To tell you the truth, I thought 
this pair’s wrestling was sexier 
than their sex, which was only 
proficient, even prosaic, coming 
after the intense erotic splendor of 
their bodies locked in contest. 
And although Reefret pumps his 
torso bigger than ever as he beats 
his dick into orgasm, he never gets 
his jelly dick fully hard. Still, if 
their fuck isn’t the payoff one 
would have hoped for, one that 
would make a gorgeous match 
historic, the payoff comes in the 
pair’s deep kisses, and in the 
voyeuristic thrill they afford 
body-worshippers. 

Part 4 couldn’t possibly scale 
the same heights, and perhaps 
should have been placed first on 
the tape. But I’ve always liked Rip 
Stone, and he looks great here. 
The 215-pounder was filmed 
shortly after winning the Mr. 
Georgia title, and is more cut than 
ever. He’s a decent wrestler, but is 
perhaps more notable for the fab¬ 
ulous orbs of his super ass, which 
bulge solidly atop his massive 
thighs. Muscle-lovers shouldn’t 
miss this tape, and if you’re curi¬ 
ous about wrestling videos, this is 
a swell place to start. 

Even dedicated fans of its stars 
might want to skip Fantasy Fights 
5 & 6, which pairs Scott Rand- 
some with pussy boy Sean Dia¬ 
mond, and dirty-talking superpuff 
Tom Katt with Steve Marks. Even 
though all of these porn stars look 
their best, the video is a fraud. The 
wrestling is a badly faked imita¬ 
tion of the circus-stunt variety you 
see on cable, and the sex is skimpy, 
and poorly observed. 

How to tell a good BG Enter¬ 
prise tape from a bad one? Their 
generously illustrated brochures 
aren’t telling; it just might be caveat 
emptor. Know at least that High 
Stakes 3 & 4 is a great show. ▼

Adoring St. Francis 

F or some odd reason, the first art that ever grabbed me and 
said: “Pay attention!” was full of stiff angels and monks and 
sainted personages. Of course, my Catholic upbringing had 
something to do with it,but what affected me most about medieval 
and Renaissance religious iconography was not so much the spiri¬ 
tuality! which seemed forced (if you didn’t carve saints, nobody 
would buy your work. And god forbid you should portray anything 
secular), but its fairy-tale-like qualities. The mythological images 
excitedmy imagination, and! marveled at the different ways Chris¬ 
tian artists rendered the same stories. 1 enjoyed the vicarious jour¬ 
ney back in time; the older and cruder the renderings, the more the 
work appealed to me. 

While my passion for such works has diminished considerably 
over the years, I can’t help but feel excited at the news of the ex¬ 
hibit of medieval and Renaissance art soon to open at the Palace of 
the Legion of Honor, “The Treasury of Saint Francis of Assisi.” On 
view for the first time outside of Italy will be a selection of some 70 
art objects lent from the Museum-Treasury of the Basilica of Saint 
Francis in Assisi, Italy. The pieces come to our fair city (we’re As¬ 
sisi’s sister city) as a result of devastating earthquakes that struck 
Assisi in September 1997. The Basilica, whose foundations were 
laid in 1228, was seriously damaged, and is now undergoing major 
repairs. Ergo, the art treasures needed a temporary home away from 
home, and the Legion of Honor will be that place. 

Among the treasures on display will be the splendid Chalice of 
Nicholas IV (ca. 1290) by the Sienese goldsmith Guccio di Manna- 
ia; the sumptuous 14th-century Reliquary of the Seamless Robe, 
executed by one of Paris’ finest goldsmiths; and the finely embroi¬ 
dered Altar Frontal of Sixtus the IV (1476-78), designed by Anto¬ 
nio Pollaiuolo and Francesco Botticini. There will be illuminated 
manuscripts and 13th-century Italian paintings, including the Dos¬ 
sal of Saint Francis, venerated for having been painted on the board 
upon which, it is said, Saint Francis’s body was prepared for burial. 

Of course these items will draw significant numbers of devout 
Catholics, who will no doubt view them as inspirations of the Lord. 
For many lesbians and gay men, however, there will come a more pro¬ 
found understanding: that many of the ancient artists were as queer 
as we are, and only delved deeply into religious themes as a means — 
the sole path accepted — for expressing their sensitive souls. 

“The Treasury of Saint Francis of Assisi” opens Saturday, July 
24, at the Palace of the Legion of Honor in Lincoln Park (entrance 
at 34th Ave. 8c Clement) and runs through November 14. Admis¬ 
sion is $8 adults; $6 seniors, $5 youth. The museum is open Tues¬ 
day through Sunday, 9:30am-5pm. Info: 863-3330. ▼

Ceylonese landscapes 

Shyam Selvadurai's follow-up to Tunny Bo/

Cinnamon Gardens by Shyam Sel- 
vadurai; Hyperion, $23.95 


I n Book World, where compar¬ 
ison shopping has all but re¬ 
placed substantive criticism, it 
is a commonplace that it was a 
bummer for Vikram Seth that An 
Equal Music, his first novel since 
A Suitable Boy nearly a decade 
earlier, appeared at the same time 
as Salman Rushdie’s The Ground 
Beneath Her Feet, another novel 
about music by an Indian-born 
author. It would be any writer’s 
misfortune to have written so 
much as a check the same day a 
Rushdie book appears — but if 
the analogy were to be continued, 
it’s Shyam Selvadurai’s bad, dumb 
luck to have his second novel, 
Cinnamon Gardens, strike as the 
third note in this new Anglo-Indi¬ 
an chord. 

The Toronto-based author of a 
promising 1994 debut novel, 
Funny Boy — which took as its 
subject not just a young South 
Asian’s coming out but also the 
1983 riots that spawned a civil 
war that’s still raging in Sri Lanka 
— Selvadurai takes a deeper step 
into his homeland by setting his 
new novel there, but in the 1920s, 
when it was still Ceylon. That sin¬ 
gle, audacious move inevitably 
begs comparisons of Cinnamon 
Gardens with A Suitable Boy and 
Rushdie’s Midnight’s Children, 
both of which blend fictitious 
family sagas with real historical 
events (in both cases India’s Inde¬ 
pendence) with Dickensian den¬ 
sity of detail and Tolstoyan depth 
of field. 

What goes beyond “promise” 
into the area of manifest achieve¬ 
ment is Selvadurai’s story, which 
addresses a smaller moment in 
the history of a smaller country 
with imagination and ingenuity. 
Where Rushdie and Seth show 
him up is precisely the area of 
music. Whereas their styles, dif¬ 
ferent as they are, exhibit an un¬ 
erring ear for the rhythms, echoes, 
gestures and overall line of narra¬ 
tive prose at its most supple, Sel¬ 
vadurai’s voice is not yet so sure. 
Where Rushdie and Seth give us 
worlds, their still-promising 
younger colleague provides land¬ 
scapes. Deserts of show exposition 
— often beautiful in the way 
deserts can be — intermittently 
but not yet reliably open onto lush

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season, and white pumps are for 
the flea and tick season”) and a 
periodic “gift parade” when 
ringsiders receive treasures befit¬ 
ting a bag lady. There is even an 
interpretive dance, with Dina 
Martina in a ballet leotard and an 
oversized Good King Wenceslas 
plastic head over her own. “That 
was disturbing,” said one show- 
goer with a smile as the intermis¬ 
sion lights came up. 

Dina Martina is not totally di¬ 
vorced from reality. She knew, 
after all, that she was in San Fran¬ 
cisco, where there is the annual 
“running of the gays” during the 
“Proud” celebration. “I just hope,” 
she said, “no one got gored.” ▼

Selvadurai tells his 
complex story in two main 
narrative frames that al¬ 
ternate, somewhat rigidly, 
chapter by chapter. One 
centers around Annaluk- 
shmi Kandiah, a bright 
young woman from “a 
good Tamil family” who 
walks a tightrope — or, 
more revolutionary for a 
woman of her day, rides a 
bicycle — between her 
own nascent feminism, 
spawned by her mentors 
at the school where she 
teaches, and a social re¬ 
ality that imposes on her 
the threat of an arranged 
marriage. The other involves her 
uncle, Balendran, the English-ed¬

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, 
ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doc¬ 
tor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and 
adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN 
unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to 
take, right from the very start. To help make sure you will benef it from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip 
doses or take “drug holidays. ” If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may 
be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions 
about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what 
schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the 
regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim 
or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour 
before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples 
of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skjm or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 

- com flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, 
these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may 
lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) 
throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough 
fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your 
doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach 
or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does C RIX IVAN cu re HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or 
other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under 
the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce 
your chances of getting illnesses, including death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have 
these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVA N reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. 

Who should not tak e CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its 
components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with mv doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet 
know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

a High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIX IVA N be taken with o th er medi cations?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems 
(such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, or RIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) isoniazid (INH) 

DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) ORTHO-NOVUM 1/35® (oral contraceptive) 

EPIVIR™ (lamivudine, 3TC) ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If ypu take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust 
both the dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose 
of CRIXIVAN. 

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the p o ssible side effects of CRIXI VAN? 

Like all prescription druos. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely 
on this page alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more 
complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients 
this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kid¬ 
neys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should 
help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care 
provider if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 
Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic 
anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these 
liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by 
poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, 
others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes medication. Others needed 
new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia', increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including 
CRIXIVAN, together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” Call your 
doctor if you develop severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 
10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on 
rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, 
flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry 
mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory 
infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed 
include: allergic reactions: severe skin reactions; abdominal 
swelling; inflammation of the kidneys; inflammation of the 
pancreas; increased fat appearing in areas such as the neck, 
breasts, abdomen, and back; change in skin color; hair loss; 
ingrown toenails with or without infection; crystals in the urine; 
and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual 
symptoms. If the condition persists or worsens, seek 
medical attention. 

How should I stor e CR IXIVAN caps ules? 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at 
room temperature (59°F-86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant 
“pillow” in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN and 
all medicines out of the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact your 
local poison control center or emergency room immediately.

Midwest, is a veritable compendi¬ 
um of missed opportunities. 
Though a steady pre-release buzz 
would have us believe this film is a 
brilliant satire, it is neither bril¬ 
liant nor is it a satire. Satire, as Mr. 
Wilde once noted, works by subtle 
indirection, a wise wink-wink 
floated above the heads of the 
masses, not by a piling up of 
dumb broadsides and infantile in¬ 
sipidities. In short, this film is a 
sniggering jeer at what it assumes 
are stupid people, only the film¬ 
makers struggle so desperately for 
laughs they reveal themselves as 
less perceptive than the characters 
they ape, making Drop Dead Gor¬ 
geous not merely boring and stu¬ 
pid but painful to endure. 

Drop Dead Gorgeous concerns 
the goings on in Mount Rose, 
Minnesota, as the citizenry pre¬ 
pares for the annual Mount Rose 
Miss Teen Princess America 
Pageant. The story unfolds as a 
film within a film in which a dis¬ 
embodied camera interviews the 
various contestants, part of an 
unseen filmmaker’s documentary 
on the pageant. The rival beauty 
queens we meet are a motley col¬ 
lection of teens, each one more 
vile than the next. The two candi¬ 
dates most likely to win the con¬ 
test are school babe Becky Lee- 
man (Denise Richards), a sneer¬ 
ing face full of teeth who mouths 
Christian pieties whilst cleaning 
her shotgun, and Amber Atkins 
(Kirsten Dunst), a trailer park 
debutante and mortuary make¬ 
up artist who dreams of being the 
next Diane Sawyer. “Some people 
say I have a knack for making 
dead people look like they’re nap¬ 
ping,” Amber unfunnily chirps. 
Evil Becky hates good-hearted 
Amber, and it’s likely that she 
won’t let a little bloodletting get 
between her and the Miss Teen 
crown.

these nonentities as they prepare 
for the contest, get through it, and 
then cruise down the main drag 
in a procession headed up by a 
glowering swan float on which sits 
the pageant winner, evil Becky 
Leeman, whose ascendancy to 
Miss Teen is secured by mommy’s 
black arts. In the end, mother and 
daughter get their comeuppance 
when the float, which has been 
rigged with explosives by a town 
retard, blows up, sending Becky 
into oblivion and mother into a 
breakdown of Biblical propor¬ 
tions. 

The problem with this film 
isn’t that it’s gross, only that it’s 
too much so. There is a point at 
which comedy is so broadly 
drawn it obscures character, mak¬ 
ing it impossible to care what is 
happening to whom or why. No 
character in this film appears 
human enough to elicit an ounce 
of curiosity. Each is a kind of 
proto-humanoid whose sole 
function is to deliver dull one-lin¬ 
ers, prattlings about pork 
sausages, the Lutheran Sisterhood 
Gun Club, the Mall of America, 
Spam, and other gags that seem 
designed to poke fun at Midwest¬ 
ern yokels. And this is precisely 
what irritates most about Drop 
Dead Gorgeous: if the film were 
the least bit sophisticated, it 
would comment on what drives 
people to debase themselves in fu¬ 
tile contests of narcissism. As it is, 
Drop Dead Gorgeous limits itself 
to cheap gags aimed at sitting 
ducks, as if the Midwest had 
somehow cornered the market on 
cheapness and ugliness. As Ange¬ 
lenos Jann and screenwriter Lona 
Williams handily prove, 
grotesques are everywhere. ▼

ould there ever be a subject 
more ripe for satire than the 
' , r beauty pageant? Who does¬ 
n’t have fond memories of laugh¬ 
ing uncontrollably at these orgies 
of narcissism, in which gimmicks 
pass for talent, and nymphets 
with hyperactive hair follicles re¬ 
veal their conflicting desires to be 
nuclear physicists and champions 
of world peace? Complete with 
phalanxes of bloodthirsty, com¬ 
petitive parents and no end of 
manufactured cheer, these rituals 
of the flesh are typically more 
grotesque than beautiful, making 
one wonder why they’re called 
beauty pageants and not some¬ 
thing more suggestive of their 
freakish form. How did these cel¬ 
ebrations ever became so popular, 
and why do they continue to ex¬ 
ercise such fascination over us?

Designer conscience 

At Tiborocity, the new SFMO- 
MA exhibit honoring the late de¬ 
signer Tibor Kalman, once called 
a “cross between Lenin and J. 
Walter Thompson,” the galleries 
are awash with irony.

Stalking the Goddess Ship by 
Marsha Mildon; New Victoria, 
$10.95 

ow do you train underwa- 
ter archeologists? By plant¬ 
ing homemade artifacts on 
sunken ships and teaching your 
students how to find and recover 
them. Sounds like a good plan for 
Marguerite, but when her archri¬ 
val is found dead among the ruins, 
all investigative fingers point to 
her as the murderer. Private Inves¬ 
tigator Cal Meredith is called on to 
find evidence to free Marguerite, 
but there’s a problem. Cal has a 
rule that she only works for inno¬ 


cent clients, and the pile of evi¬ 
dence against Marguerite is suffi¬ 
cient to make her hesitate. Even 
fellow lesbians are convinced that 
Marguerite is just the 
kind of person who 
would leave a woman to 
drown. Only the plead¬ 
ings of Marguerite’s 
lover (who isn’t looking 
any too innocent her¬ 
self) are enough to get 
Cal involved. More is 
going on than just mur¬ 
der, and as Cal investi¬ 
gates, she discovers that 
the seemingly benign small town 
hides dark and dangerous secrets. 

Marsha Mildon creates believ¬ 
able characters in credible situa¬ 
tions, and the myriad plot com¬ 


plications are handled with skill. 
Her exploration of the difficulties 
of longterm relationships, both 
for Marguerite and Cal, rings 
true, but the relation¬ 
ship angst is never trite 
or predictable. You may 
find yourself thinking 
more about commit¬ 
ment, even as you at¬ 
tempt to solve the mys¬ 
teries in this very enter¬ 
taining novel. Stalking 
the Goddess Ship is a real 
page-turner. Were it not 
for the underwater 
murder, and various scuba-relat¬ 
ed terrors, I’d call it a perfect 
beach book. I suggest you read it 
far from water, but I do recom¬ 
mend that you read it. ▼

in Ceylon of Richard Howland, the 
lover of his English schooldays, to 
observe and participate in the Do- 
noughmore Commission’s deliber¬ 
ations over the issue of local rule — 
with his current lover, the very out 
“Alii” (otherwise Mr. Alliston). The 
hitch is that Balendran is now in a 
two-bedroom marriage to the in¬ 
telligent and free-thinking Sonia, 
who heads the list of the novel’s 
many sharply drawn secondary 
characters. 

In Balendran, Selvadurai pro¬ 
vides a true and compelling de¬ 
piction of the psychologically har¬ 
rowing lives of South Asian “men 
who love men” while immersed in 
a morally rigid, family-centered 
culture. His description, early in 
the novel, of Balendran’s late- 
night visit to the train station to 
connect again with the soldier 
who routinely services him — 
and with whom he has the ves¬ 
tiges of a personal relationship — 
is chilling in its evocation of a ho¬ 
mosex milieu that leaves Balen¬ 
dran, who has learned how to 
prolong its almost dissociative 
sexual pleasure, mired in shame. 
Selvadurai’s narration of this ar¬ 
chetypal situation, a well-docu¬ 
mented phenomenon in South 
Asian culture, is far and away the 
best I’ve ever encountered in 
Anglo-Indian fiction. 

The novel’s emotional climax, 
when several narrative threads 
converge in Balendran’s powerful 
confrontation of his father — and 


to his own surprise he renounces 
his father’s sundering of his rela¬ 
tionship with Richard those long 
years ago — yields some of Sel¬ 
vadurai’s most potent writing. 
“He saw that by confronting his 
father with his true nature, 
unashamed, assured, he had taken 
something away from him,” he 
writes. “How strange, how unex¬ 
pected this was. It was like a tale 
of enchantment where the 
quester, by accidentally pro¬ 
nouncing the magic words, caus¬ 
es the spell that binds him to fall 
away. He had come looking for his 
nephew’s freedom and, unwit¬ 
tingly, he had achieved his own.” 

It’s not the 1990s gay right- 
think that makes the moment 
sing, it’s the free flight of the lan¬ 
guage in a passage the author has 
earned after more than 350 pages 
of shrewdly considered narrative. 

Even if the writing doesn’t al¬ 
ways rise to the sometimes dizzy¬ 
ing levels of invention with which 
Selvadurai has concocted his tale, 
Cinnamon Gardens nevertheless 
marks a major step forward for 
him. For all its emotional depth 
and acuity of observation, Funny 
Boy suffered from a thinness of 
plot. The ability to spin narrative 
with the acumen Selvadurai now 
evinces, say nothing of his capac¬ 
ity to evoke a historical period 
and a keen sense of place, is not 
only an exemplary but a rare 
achievement among contempo¬ 
rary novelists. One hopes that the 
fact that he is demurring on the 
publicizing of his new novel 
means that he’s already deep into 
his next. ▼

line delivered by the same charac¬ 
ter: “All my shoes are a half-size 
too small and filled with pain.” 

The flight attendant is a mem¬ 
ber of a dysfunctional extended 
family that includes a preening 
male model on whom he has an 
obsessive crush, the model’s preg¬ 
nant girlfriend who is rabidly em¬ 
bittered against the mother who 
abandoned her as a child, and that 
self-absorbed mother who arrives 
looking for forgiveness and winds 
up in bed with her daughter’s 
boyfriend. 

Director Reid Davis supplies 
the confidant touch that this ma¬ 
terial requires. The tone, set some¬ 
where between reality and the 
outer limits, is sustained with only 
a few missteps. One of those is a 
powerful final image involving a 
baby’s bassinet that is partly un¬ 
dermined by unwisely using the 
same prop in an earlier scene. 

While neither Patrick Dooley’s 
look nor his wardrobe suggest a 


slick fashion model, he is a win¬ 
some performer who is often 
amusing as he struggles to smooth 
out the endless wrinkles of life. 
Marin Van Young is bracingly ef¬ 
fective as his increasingly severe 
girlfriend, and Beth Donohue, 
though perhaps too young for the 
role, brings a vivid comic despera¬ 
tion to the role of the mother. As 
the flight attendant, Andrew 
Hurteau doesn’t have quite the 
comedic skills to pull off the char¬ 
acter’s flamboyant excesses, though 
he effectively connects with his 
more introspective moments. 

Michael Frassinelli’s empty- 
apartment set with its skewed 
windows suggests a world at a re¬ 
move from our own. But not too 
far removed for these skewed 
characters to resonate for any 
other occupants of a lonely plan¬ 
et. ▼
